Although Judge Phillips’ restraining 
order, issued three years ago, was 
directed against seven other railroad 
companies besides 
ka and Santg Fe, the suit filed today 
is solely against the latter road. The 
other railroads enjoined previously by 
Judge Phillips were: Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, Chicago and Al- 
ton, Missouri Pacific, Wabagh, Chica- 
go. Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific, and Chicago 
and Great Western. A similar order 
was issued by Judge Grosscup in Chi- 
cago, March 25, 1902, against six other 
roads, 

PACKERS GAINERS. 

The suit filed today, at the instiga- 
tion of the Federal government, re- 
cites that the Santa Fe, up to the time 
the injunction was granted, had been 
engaged in the practice of granting 
unlawful rebates and preferential 
rates and facilities to certain favored 
shippers on traffic in packing-house 
products, dressed meats, grain and the 
products of grain which were not 
granted to the public generally, and 
that the Santa Fé railroagd had also 
been granting unlawful rebates and 
facilities to certain other favored ship-

FLASGES: FROM THE-WIRES 


Long Beach Affected. 


At d o'clock last night a mysterious 
accident on the system of the Edison 
Electric Company blotted out in an in- 
stant all the myriad lamps supplied by 
this corporation, and left newspapers, 
Wels, business houses and some the- 
aters in total darkness. 

The accident was merely another one 
of the strange freaks of the electric 
fluid, coming swiftly and without warn- 
tng, doing no material damage, and yet 
inflicting untold loss by reason of delay 
and hindrance to patrons. 

The Times-Mirror Company, the Ex- 
aminer and the big Van Nuys Hotel 
were among the victims. At Fischers 
‘Theater they turned out a big crowd 
@nd passed their money back, and at 
one of the smaller playhouses they are 
Said to have done the same thing. The 
Nelson Candy Company, on Fourth 
street, was another loser. 

The lights did not come on again 
until 11:35 o'clock, and during those 
elapsing hours the local offices of the 
Edison people were besieged by scores 
of queries from business houses, hun- 
dreds of demands from residences, and 
ven long-distance calls from Long 
Beach, which was affected. 

The trouble was apparently caused by 
a short circuit in the station at Fourth 
Street, which burned out a whole bank 
of transformers, putting the whole sys- 
tem out of business. 

BAD DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The great Edison storage battery. re- 
centiy completed at a cost of $120,000, 
and said to be one of the finest in the 
United States, was a disappointment. 
It was built for just such emergencies, 
and was of enormous size, and sup- 
posediy enormous strength. Its makers 
ald that in event of total failure of 
the supply lines, it would give full 
service to all the company’s lights for 
eight hours. 

Consequently, the local engineers were 
mot badly scared when the juice falled 
early in thé evening.

The night watches are al- 
ways chill, despite the comforting 
samovar, which is lighted usually about 
midnight, and again at four or five 
o'clock in the morning. 


SOCIETY LADIES HELP. 


One of the most interesting features 
of the “Alexandrovsky Obsichina” is 
the ambulance department, of which, 
as I have already mentioned, Sister M. 
nas the entire charge. One wing of the 
hospital is reserved for this, and on 
the main floor is one vast waiting- 
room, and four small rooms for treat- 
ments. Here some half-dozen society 
ladies come each day at 1 o'clock to 
aid, as well as to perfect themselves, 
in the art of bandaging. The patients 
must pay twenty kopeks (10 cents.) 
which sum entities them to treatment 
until cured, including bandages, med- 
icines, and any slight operation that 
may be necessary. 

Ii is wonderful the number of band- 
Ages that are daily put on there. There 
are head bandages, bandages for the 
legs, arms and feet, and also many 
cases where the chest and body must 
be bandaged. It is rare that a first 
day’s work there does not prove re- 
puisive, especially if it fall to one's lot 
to wash a peasant's feet before begin- 
ning, but as one can accustom oneself 
to all things needful, this first unpieas- 
ant impression gradually gives way to 
@ personal interesi in the patient and 
a certain pride in the skillful turning 
of the bandages. 

HEROISM OF THE NURSES. 

If the life of a Sister of Mercy in the 
hospital in St. Petersburg is “no easy 
one,” I ask you to consider for one mo- 
ment what it is at the seat of war. 
The devotion of those brave women 
Guring the siege of Port Arthur reads 
almost @s a legend. One there was, 
Sister Wilhelmina Krieg, who was dec- 
orated with the silver medal and rib- 
bon of St. George “for bravery.” Re- 
gardiess of the hail of fire that was 
falling about her, she passed from one 
wounded soldier to another, now hold- 
ing her little canteen of water to their 
lips, and again drawing one aside to 
some more sheltered spot. Nor must 
we leave unmentioned the Red Cross

| finding a Russian soldier whose legs 
had been shaitered, lifted him upon her 
back, and carried him safely through 
the city and out beyond to the ambu- 
lance train, reaching 4t just in time 
to have him placed safely aboard be- 
it started. 

In Harbin there stands a hospital, 


ho had lost both his feet 


a low one-story building, founded and 
entirely sustained by the Dowager 
Empress for the care of the Red Cross 
Sisters. The directress of this is Mlle. 
A. P. Albrecht, who went out to take 
possession of her post in the first hos- 
pital train sent by the Dowager Em- 
press to thé Far East. With this hos- 
pital is connected a “skilad,” or depot, 
for the furnishing of garments to sis- 
ters in the military hospitals or hos- 
pital trains. The hospital accomeo- 
dates thirty invalids, and a letter 
from the directress, written shortly 
after the battle of Mukden, told of 
every bed being filled by injured and 


| exhausted sisters brought in after that 


terrible struggle. There were some 
with broken limbs, one with her chest 
crushed in, and two with bullet 
wounds. 

To return now to St. Petersburg. 
We had been in the hospital there 
about six weeks, when, having night 
duty, I was seated alone in the square 
central hall, listening for the patients’ 
bells, when suddenly rapid steps ap- 
proached and the professor appeared. 
“Are you not tiring yourself too 
much?” he began, and then, holding 
up with an exultant air a paper he 
hela in one hand, exclaimed, “I a 
leaving for the war!“ : 

ALL WANT TO GO TO FRONT.” 

“Oh, how I wish that I might go,” I 
could not refrain from saying, and yet 
that was not destined to be. I real- 
ized that my strength was not equal 
to such arduous duty, and knew that 
I should have to content myself with 
doing what is possible to aid in the 
hospital work here in St. Petersburg. 

This hospital question is the all-im- 
portant one just at this time through- 
out Ruesia, and beside the many al- 
reddy established are countless pri- 
vate “lazarets,” supported by volun- 
tary contributions, and, in many 
cases, by private individuals them- 
selves. One there is, founded and sus- 
tained by the Grand Duke George 
Mihailovitch, solely for the care of 
mutilated soldiers. In this the men 
are supplied with foot or leg, as may 
be, and taught their proper use. One 
lazaret near the Moscow station, that 
owes its origin and support to Miss 
K., contains twenty beds and is fo 
convalescent soldiers alone. | 
- COURAGE OF THE WOUNDED. 

It is most curious and deeply inter- 
esting to be with the men here and two 
hear them talk, and having spent many 
days there, I had an opportunity of 
seeing and noting many examples of a 
fortitude one would hardly deem pos- 
ble. One case that appealed most 
strongly to me was that of a young sol- 
dier—a mere boy of 22 years 


who told me pathetically that he 
thought he might be allowed to return 
to the war for he could at least “ride 
on horseback.” Another who had @ 
bullet lodged in his lungs in such a 
fashion that it cannot be extracted, 
was still certain they would allow him 
to return to the front as soon as he 
was “a little stronger.” Another. still, 
whose hands and feet are swollen with 
rheumatism consequent upon exposure 
to the bitter cold of the trenches, I 
unwittingly offended by asking whether 
he had been also “in action.” “Kak je!” 
(How then) he exclaimed, “I have the 
Cross of St. George“ —the pride of the 
soldiers’ heart, the one reward given 
for extreme gallantry under fire! Pro- 
found were my excuses. 

Seated at a table n the center of 
the dormitory one afternoon a few 
days since, I was called excitedly to 
one of the windows on the sill of which 
was perched the young soldier whose 
feet are missing. (He is very active and 
a wheeled chair serves him as a means 
of locomotion.) “Sertritza” (Sister,) he 
exclaimed, “hurry, hurry!" 

And there, coming from the Moscow 
stations were the great Red Cross cars 
bearing the woundei to the different 
hospitals. On either end of each car 
were broad platforms with benches 
filled with officers. One Red Cross sis-

NOT SO BIG. 


NO HEAVY OUTPUT FROM THE 
ORANGE COUNTY BEES. 


— 


Flowers Have Been Abundant Dur- 
ing the Past Few Months, but the 
Coolness of the Weather Kept the 
Bees from Working—Hives Gener- 


ally F from Foul Brood. 
SANTA ANA, July L—In spite of ex- 


pectations early in the season of a very 
heavy honey crip, apiarists now regard 
it quite certain that this year’s honey 
yield will be below the average. Flow- 
ers were abundant throughout the past 
few months and apparently contained 
plenty of saccharine material, but the 
cold weather kept the bees from work- 
ing. 
Only very recently have they got 
down to work in good earnest. Earlier 
in the year the estimates of the 
county's honey crop ran as high as 600 
tons. Now bee men piace the limit at 
400 tons, with a probability of not more 
than 300. Much honey is being ex- 
tracted now and the quality in most 
sections is above par. 
J. E. Pleasants of Silverado, bee in- 
spector for the county, states that the 
hives are more free from fou! brood 
and other disease this year than for 
five seasons past. Very little disease 
of any kind is present and the bees are 
enjoying healthy activity.

ROBBING CITY.

Assessors Unearth Startling 
Mortgage Trick. 

Owners Under Law's 

University Exemption. 

— — | 
Claim Property is Stanford's 
After Blind Transfer. 


City Assessor Lewis has unearthed 
what he believes to be a system of 
mortgage frauds by which holders of 
Los Angeles real estate are escaping 
the payment of city and county taxes. 

“I have found enough to convince me 
that fraud has been practiced and is 
being practiced now,” said Mr. Lewis 
yesterday morning. “Just what the ex- 
tent of that fraud is I have not yet 
been able to discover.” 

The State law exempting from taxa- 
tion the holdings of Stanford Univer- 
sity and the California School of Me- 
chanical Arts has made it possible for 
these frauds to be practiced. The de- 


i

LAMBOTANT posters scattered 
all over the United States by Spir- 
itwalists, proclaiming a decision of 
Judge Smith, may now be withdrawn. 
He's made another decision. 

It will be considered one of the most 
important rulings touching the status 
of Spiritualism as a religion. 

The point the judge makes is that the 
medium is not a minister of the gos- 
pel, but a business man or woman, and 
as.such must pay a license fee. 

This decision was made in the appeal 
case of George M. and Maud Chesbro. 

The Chesbros refused to pay the li- 
cense demanded, claiming that they 
are ordained ministers of the Spiritual- 
ist religion and should no more be 
compelled to pay a license fee than any 
other minister. 

The case was tried twice. The first 
ruled out testi- 
mony tending to show that Spiritual- 
jem is a religion. He also ruled out cer- 
tain instructions asked for by the de- 
fendants. 

The case was appealed. Judge Smith 


reversed the decision and released the 
defendants on the ground that, as the 
Chesbros claimed their constitutional 
rights to religious freedom were being 
interfered, they should have been al- 
lowed to show such a state of facts by 
testimony. He also held that some of 
the instructions should have been al- 
lowed. 

On the second trial, all of the in- 
structions asked were. given and the 
testimony regarding the status of the 
religion and the status of the medium 
as a minister was admitted. 

Several Spiritualists testified that 
they considered mediumship to be a 
aw rather than a ministerial 

uty. 

The jury in the Police Court con- 
victed them and the case was again 
appealed. Judge Smith has just ren- 
dered a a declining to upset 
that verdict, sa pins ng that the ot gts were

Mr. Lewis has discovered that Los 
Angeles loses taxes on $1,200,000 of city 
property annually because the records 
show that it is mortgaged to Stanford 
5 to the State School of Mechanical 
rts. 

Stanford University alone, appar- 
ently has over $1,000,000 invested in 
mortgages on Los Angeles property. 
That is what the 3 show, and it 
is on these reco that tex exemp- 
tions are claimed and allowed. 

Under the State law the holder of a 
mortgage pays the tax on the prop- 
erty. This makes State University 
money desirable for a loan. City a 
county taxes amount practically to 
$2.80 on each $100 of city property. But 
if that property is mortgaged to Stan- 
ford University or the School of Me- 
chanical Arts the State law of exemp- 
tion intervenes and the property is no 
longer taxable. 

One of the large business blocks on 
South Broadway pays neither city nor 
county tax; its assessable value is cov-~- 
ered by the mortgage held by the re- 
gents of Stanford University. 

Complaint has already been made be- 


$1,500,000 in assessed valuations through 
Stanford University mortgages—more 
than any other city in maße 

All this is strictly legit te under 
the present State mortgage and tax-~- 
emption statutes. Now comes the sharp 
ractice which has occasioned the al- 
egations of frauds. 

Mr. Lewis received an intimation «a 
few weeks ago that certain Los Ange- 
les property stands on the records as 
mortgaged to Stanferd University 
when in reality the mortgages have 
been assigned by the regents to - 
vate parties and the assignment 
not been placed on record. 

By this shift-of ownership the prop- 
erty stands as mortgaged to Stanford 
and non-taxable when in reality the 
mortgage has been paid and the owner 
is fraudulently escaping payment of 
city and county taxes, which amount 
annually to over 2% per cent. of 
total value of the property. 

The city and county have appar- 
ently been robbed of at least $50,000 by 
this trick in the last ve yeass. 

Mr. Lewis conferred with County 
Assessor Ward. They caused an inves- 
tigation to be made through an ab- 
stract company and learned that the 
mortgage had been assigned by the 
university to a private party. 5 

Now City Assessor Lewis and County 
Assessor Ward are making a joint m- 
vestigation to discover how much 
money Stanford University and the 
State School of Mechanical Arts have 
invested in mortgages on Los Angeles 
property. 

“If the rumors that have come to my 
ears have foundation in fact,“ said Mr. 
Leu yesterday, “there are a number 
of other local instances tn which the 
mortgages on city property have been 
assigned by the State echools to banks 
or private parties and the prerent 
holder has neglected to place the as- 
signment on record.”

from shore and connecting with the 
breakwater is the auditorium and con- 
vention hall, wherein has been placed 
an immense pipe organ. This building 
will be occupied for the first time to- 


day. 

On the south side of the pier and a 
little east of the auditorium is the ship 
hotel, while at the land end of the 
wharf is the great public pavilion, in 
which the Ellery Band is to hold forth 
for six months. . 

REAL VENITIAN TOUCH. 

It is upon reaching the shore line 
that the true Venetian impression 
comes. Down Windward avenue to 
the east and to the grand canal about 
two blocks away streteh on either side 
the twentieth-century reproductions of 
the original Italian city of the fifth 


century. 

At the left is St. rk's Hotel, 
joined on the east by e Windward 
Hotel, both examples of what the ar- 
chitects, for want of a better term, 
class as a combination of the Venetian 
and the Renatssance architecture. 

Across the street rise the heavy iron 
columns that are to support the seven- 
story Hotel Venice, while to the east, 
on either side of the street, are build- 
ings, either completed or nearly 80. . 

All the buildings are of solid brick 
and mortar, with not a 
temporary in their make-up; they ap- 
parently are built for all time. 

The buildings are uniform in height 
and in one respect are alike—an arcade 
of uniform style is at the front of each, 
affording shelter for pedestrians and 
shade for the occupants of the places 
of business that are to occupy the 
first foors. 

In every other way, however, there 
is a wide and pleasing variety in the 
treatment of the facades. So delicately 
are the tints blended. that, gazing 
through the street, the walls that rise 
on the borders seem to be the creation 
of a skilled artist in water colors. 

East on Windward avenue, and 
across the street-railway tracks, there 
now stands, completed, a great bath- 
house of unique and rich design, in 
front of which spreads the great arti- 
ficial lake of salt water from which 
the numerous canals diverge, to wind 
in and out through the vast back sec- 
tion of the city-—-the most truly like 
Venice because of the waterways asso- 
ciated with that name. 

At one side of the large lake rises an 
immense amphitheater, from which 
may be viewed the aquatic sports that 
are to form a part of the never-ending 
entertainment. 

WATER IN CANALS.

British Officers Needed. 
The military forces of the Crown are, 
by the latest computation, 4000 officers 
short of the requirements as laid down 
in the army and auxiliary establish- 
ments for 1805-6, 
This serious shortage, combined with 
the fact that resignations are etill as 
numerous as ever, is causing consider- 
able misgiving in the minds of the au- 
thorities, and conferences are now tak- 
ing place at the War Office under the 
Director of Staff Duties and other of- 
ficials, the object of which is to find 
a remedy for the situation.

Los Angeles city property, real and 
personal, has an assessed valuation of

municipal, county and State property. 

The increase over last year’s assessed 
valuation is $31,000,000. 

The rate of increase is 24 per cerft. 
The increase in millions is greater than 
that of any other year in the city’s 
history, but the percentage increase is 
less than that of the 1903-4 assessment. 

The value of Los Angeles property 
has quadrupled in fifteen years; it has 
trebied in nine years; it has doubied 
in three years and a half. 

Over $20,000,000 of this year’s increase 
is confined to the business district 
Dounded by Central avenue, Figueroa.

FIRE BOARD BUSY. 

Following a practical test of en- 
ines now in use in the fire depart- 
ment, the Fire Comrnission late yes- 
terday afternoon recommended to the 
Counci! the purchase of three third- 
class Metropolitan fire engines. The 
purchase price is $13,200. 

The Nott Engine Company had made 
@ bid of $13,500 for supplying the three 
engines The members of the commis- 
sion were not satisfied as to which 
make of engine will give the better 
practical service in the department. 
In order to decide this moot point 
the commissioners, hied themselves in 
an automobile to the residence dis- 
tricts and there sent in some fire 
alarms. The object of this was to de- 
termine which make of engine would 
be on the ground first and which 
would get up steam first. ; 

At the adjourned Meeting which was 
held after their return they reported 
that there is practically no difference 
in tene between the two makes of en- 
ines. Commissioner Robinson moved 
that the award be made to the Metro- 
politan Company which had offered 
the low bid, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 

Monday the Commission's recom- 
mendation will be presented to the 
Council. That body has the authority 
to reject the recommendation of the 
Fire Commission and make its own 
selection. But it is generally under- 
stood that the legisiators have 
in advance to accept the recommenda- 
tion of the Fire Board.

USTICE GETS A 
LITTLE MIXED. 


CURIOUS CONDITION ARISES IN 
THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


— 4 — 


Justice Allen Must Pass Judgment 
on One of His Own Judgments, for 
Such State of Things Constitutes no 
Disquatification and the Supreme 
Court Refuses Relief. 


A curious condition of things has de- 
seeped in the Court of Appeals for 
t Cistrict.. A case has been carried 
before the court on appeal from the 
Superior Court of this county, in 
which Justice Allen was the trial 
judge. He is now in the position of 
being compelled to review a case which 
he tried. This anomalous condition has 
some unpleasant features. 

Appellate courts sit both as judge 
and jury, and it has always been one 
of the great criticisms of the jury sys- 
tem that any man who says he knows 
anything about a case, or any oné im- 
mediately connected with the case 
about to be tried, must be excused as 


wholly disqualified. 


But what is sauce for the jury goose 
is not sauce for the judicial gander. 
A. fudge may sit in the trial of a case, 
and from very necessity form very de- 
cided opinions regarding the vital 
points involved, and then when ele- 
vated to one of the appellate courts be 
compelled to pass in review his own 
judgment. In the Supreme Court of 
the State there are a sufficient number 
of justices to save any one of their 
number from assuming such a grave 
responsibility, but with the Courts of 
Appeal recently organized each court 
has only three justices and each opin- 
ion handed down must be unanimous. 
Of necessity. therefore, a justice placed 
in the delicate position of having to re-. 
view one of his own cases, has to put 
all delicacy aside while trying to for- 
get everything he ever heard about the 
case. 

While Judge Allen was presiding in 
Department Six of the Superior Court 
the case of Koch against the Southern 
California Rallway Company was be- 
fore him for trial. it was 4 suit for 
damages for injuries sustained on Colo- 
rado street, Pasade The court in- 
structed the jury err a verdict 
in favor of the defendcant, and there- 
upon the case was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. With the organization of 
the District Courts of Appeal this 
case was remanded by the Supreme 
Court to the intermediate court of this 


district. 


But Judge Allen was loth to sit in 
judgment upon himeeif, and he made 
application to Chief Justice Beatty for 
relief. It seemed on its face as if an- 
other justice might take his place But 
the © eme Court refused absolutely 
to appol it any one in Judge Allen's 
place ‘ur the purpose of this trial, and 
this on the simple ground that he is 
not legally disqualified and without le- 
gal disqualification, a bad precedent 
would be established. 

Much against his inclination, Justice 
Alien has to bow to the inevitable, 
‘while still adhering to the idea that 
some provision should be made in the 
intermediate courts of appeal for just 
such cases. Under existing conditions 
a litigant is deprived of one judge, and 
his case on appeal is virtually passed 
upon by two and not three judges. For 
it is not to be believed that a trial 
judge, after his elevation to another 
court, will experience such a radical 
change of heart as to view all the vital 
issues of a case from a different stand- 

int. 
mit appears, however, that already in 
the other District Courts of Appeal 
three cases have been passed upon, in 
which the trial judges were later called 
upon to review their decisions.

LAUNDRY WORKERS LOSE FOOL- 
ISH UNIONISTS’ STRIKE. 


— —Uä—ä— 


Demands for a Mine- hour Day 
Refused by Managers Because of 
Peculiar Conditions Prevailing in 
Laundry Work Here—Will Now 
Run Open Shops. 


As the result of a strike which went 
into effect yesterday morning, three 
large laundries of this city have joined 
the “open shop concerns, and the 
labor unions have lost the last impor- 
tant laundries heretofore operated un- 
der their régime. 

Early yesterday morning 100 men and 
women at the American Laundry, 
thirty at the Sanitary Laundry, and 
sixty at the New Method Laundry 
walked out, leaving good jobs, and fac- 
ing the certainty that their positions 
would not be held open for them. 

A forma! ud was made on the 
managers that they sign a contract for 


„ nine-hour day and the wage schedule 


subm@ted by the labor union agitators, 
Under prevailing conditions in the 
operation of laundries, the managers 
could not see their way to do this, and 
all of them refused. | 

The men and women walked out. and | 
withio two hours after they deserted 
their poste the places were filled wi 
outsiders, glad to obtain well-paid wor 
All the manvgers declare that hence- 
forth their concerns will be. open 
shops, and that ghey are done with 
union tyranny. 

A peculiar condition has prevailed in 
these laundries, which the managera 
believe justifies them in maintaining a 
ten-hour day. They declare that, n 
reality, only a small percentage of their 
employés work the full fifty-four hours 
„ week, and that when they do work 
over this number of hours, they are 
paid time and a half for overtime, but 
are not docked a cent when they have 
u short day's work. 

At the Sanitary Laundry, before the 
employés went out yesterday morning, 
the leaders were called into the office 
o? the manager, and were shown the 
time sheets, etc.. which dleclosed the 
fact that scarcely an employé on the 
second floor, where al! lines of work 
except straight niangie work, are 
handled, was working the full fifty- 
four hours per Week, but that the pay 
rol] showed that many of the workmen 
and women were getting pay above 
the schedule fixed by the union itself. 

For instance ,the head marker. whose 
schedule is $18 per week, is getting $20 
and his washing; mangle girls, whose 
schedule is $7.50 per week, have been 
getting $8 and $9, and others have re- 
ceived. proportional increases, while 
aside trom this, all overtime has been 
paid for at the time-and-a-half rate. 

After such a showing about one-third 
of the employés decided that they 
would not be parties to union folly and 
lose good jobs: o they staid by the 
work. The others went out, after hav-

Then, as now, 
however, she was masterful and re- 
sourceful. She held up the first pros- 
perous-looking man she met, and told 
him point blank that she needed $300, 
and Wanted it at once. He didn’t have 
a chance to get in a word of remon- 
strance. Without stopping to take 
breath, she showed him what a good 
investment it would be, how sure he 
was to get his money back, convinced 
him that she was a woman to de 
trusted, and wound up by getting the 
cash, with almost as much of a cer- 
tainty as if she had put ae pistol to his 
head and made him throw up his 
hands, while she went through his 
pockets. At least, that’s the way he 
described it afterward. Be that as it 
may, the money was repaid even 
sooner than man he 
regre making that un- 
thought-of loan.

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The Army in India. - 
The sharp difference in opinion 


be- 
tween Lord Curzon, thé Governor- 
General of India, and Lord Kitchener, 
the commander-in-chief of the Indian 
army, has been decided by the home 
government ih favor of the man of 
arms. There is no personal animus in- 
volved.in the controversy, but the set- 
tlemerit of a high question of state. 


Under the present régime the Gov- 
ernor-General or Viceroy is the sole 
head of the army in india. In the 


multitude of his functions he delegates 
his powers in this department to the 
military member (a civilian) of his 
council. The commander-in-chief of 
the army thus becomes the subordinate 
of thie member of the Viceroy’s coun- 
cil. To this Lord Kitchener has ob- 

ted, not on personal grounds, but 
or reasons of military efficiency. 


Divided Authority. 
In the first place the existing system 


“causes the anomaly of the real power 


over the army being invested in one 
man, the military member, and the 
real responsibility for the army's em- 
clency resting with another man, the 
commander-in-chief. This constitutes 
a public danger, for friction and delays 
are inevitable. The excuse for red- 
tape methods is introduced, and red 
tape will strangle the effectiveness of 
any army. Lord Kitchener is a man 


of prompt action and resolute will—in 


other words, the ideal soldier; and 
when he has found his reforms hung 
up for months indefinitely his military 
Spirit has rebelled. He has therefore 
Gemanded that the commander-in- 
chief must be the real, and not merely 
thé titular. head of the army. And the 
imperial government, discarding the 
bonds of official routine no doubt be- 
Cause of Lord Kitchener's strong per- 
sonality and his prestige in the eyes of 
the people, accepts this view of the 

estion. The reform has been ad- 

ated before, ‘but until now there 
has been no commander-in-chief, not 
even Lord Roberts, able to break down 
the old system. Of course, the status 
of the Viceroy ts impaired, hence the 
feeling exhibited; by the present holder 
of the office, Lotd Curzon. 


The Arguments for Reform. 


The position, prior to the govern- 
ments decision, was thus forcibly 
summed up bv the military correspond- 
ent of the London Times: The writer's 
conclusion after an impartial exam- 
ination of the case is that the present 
system of military administration in 
India is vicious in theory and ineffi- 
cient in practice; that it stands con- 
demned by all the history of war, and 
by all the greatest masters of the art; 
that it represents a public danger and 
an administrative scandal; that it is 
denounced by almost every soldier in 
high active command in India, and 
that unless it is promptly changed we 
shall infallibly condemn.our arms to 
ignominious disaster at the first touch 
of serious war.“ These arguments are 
everwhelming, as now the British 

rernment has admitted by support- 
Lord Kitchener's demand. 
Berting Maile at Sea. 

The system of sorting the malle at 
sea on board the Atlantic liners is now 
fm force, for the delivering of corre- 

mdence both on this side and in 
land. Mail clerks are on board the 
vessels, as on the postoffice rallroad 
Cars, and when the wharf is reached 
the mail bags are immediately avall- 
able for dispatch to all the leading cen- 
ters. By this new arrangement a sav- 
Ing of twenty-four hours in some in- 
stances and half a day in Opners has 
been secured. The plan has for many 
ears been followed in regard to the 
ndian mail. Clerks board the east- 
bound steamers at Aden, and by the 
time Bombay is reached the letters 
from Europe are all ready to be dis- 
tehed to their proper destinations. 

t was this experience in the East that 
suggested the Important improvement 
in the Atlantic service. 


The Scottish Church Vendetta. 


Peace is to be restored in Scotland 
Between the rival Free and United 
Free churches by special act of Par- 
liament. As was to be expected, the 
Measure to settle the bitter feud is 
based on the assumption that the stal- 
Wart remnant of the original Free 
church, known now in Scotland as “the 
Wee Kirk.“ is really incapable of ad- 
ministering the trusts which the re- 
cent judicial decision of the House of 
Lords declared to be its rightful 
property. A commission is to be ap- 
pointed having the power to allocate 
the property and funds between the 
two churches in a fair and equitable 
manner. The claims of. the smaller 
body to just financial treatment will 
be respected, but it is certain that the 
training colleges and great foreign 
missions will pass to the larger body, 
as being the more capable one to carry 
on the work connected: with these in- 
Stitutions. All litigation is to end, for 
the decisions of the commission are 
not to be subject to review by any 
tribunal...

A New Rock Drill. 


A pew machine drill has been per- 
fected and is now in actual use. It 
is known as the Little Jap” hammer 

rill, and differs radically from the 

* Grills of standard design. In the 
Matter the steel cutting tool is lifted, 
and then forced against the face of 
rock, there being a slight turning mo- 
tion after each blow, so that a circular 
hole js bored. In the new drill the 
Steel remains against the rock, and is 
Struck by a raplidly-moving hammer. 
This is the principle of hand drilling, 
but with an important difference. in 
Rand drilling the steel receives a few 
blows from a heavy hammer. but in 
the case of the Little Jap“ drill there 
is a quick succession of blows from 
a light hammer. The result, in the lat- 
ter case, is far supefior, the hardest 
Tock being penetrated at a much 
Quicker rate. It is claimed that in 
hard granite or quartz a rate of four 
to five inches per minute can be easily 
Maintained m a oné-and-one-quarter- 
Inch hole, while in sandstone, limestone 
and similar soft materials eight to ten 
Wiches per minute can; be easily made. 


The tool, like the ordinary giant drill. 


is worked by compressed air, and has 
the same rosette-shaped cutting bit. 
it is made in several forms, some pro- 
vided with automatic rotating mechan- 
fem, others with a hand lever by which 
the steel is swung back and forth 
through a portion of a circle, thus gut- 
Sing a round hole. Furthermore with 
fertain types hollow steels are used, 
through which a portion of the air dis- 
tharge passes to the bottom of the hole, 
Dblowing Out the chips and clearing the 
bole infadvance of the bit. Another 
advantage of the hollow steels lies in 
the fact that the cold discharge air 


Passing through them Fools the meta! 


and retains the temper of the bit. The 
“Little Jap“ drill certainly seems to 
have an important future before it. 
Motor Cars as Railway Feeders. 

The use of motor vebicies on ordi-

Further- 
more, the equipment can be tranafer:ed 
from place to place, as one center comes 
into prominence or another fails to real- 
ize its first promise. ; 

The Trade of Porto Rico. 

The advantages accruing to Porto 
Rico from its incorporation into the 
United States and the establishment 
of reciprocal free trade are made strik- 
ingly clear by the comparative figures 
for a series of years. The new ar- 
rangement became fully operative in 
1901. In 1900 Porto Rico sent to the 
United States products valued at $2,443,- 
995. In 1904 the value of these exports 
had risen to $12,963,483. Similarly, be- 
tween the same years, Porto Rican 
purchases from the United States ad- 
vanced from $2,813,821 to $11,934,978. The 
United States now holds a predomi- 
nating share of the trade of the island, 
both inward and outward. The total 
in the calendar year 1994 amounted to 
$34,250,000, of which no less than §$24,- 
750,000 represented trade with the 
United States. Our principal export 
to the island are cotton cloths, |! 
and steel manufactures and flour, wh 
we take in return brown sugar, cigars 
and cigarettés, fruits and nuts, coffee, 
leaf tobacco and molasses. Coffee is 
the staple product of Porto Rico, hav- 
ing 170,000 acres devoted to its culti- 
vation. Sugar comes next, with 62,- 
000 acres. Tobacco is planted over an 
area of 14,000 acres. Experiments in 
the cultivation of cotton are under way. 


Tobacco and Cotten in Rhodesia. 


The enterprising British colony of 
Rhodesia is making great progress in 
tobacco cultivation. In experiments 
carried out on a considerable scale, 
Turkish seed was used,.and it is said 
that, owing to the differences of soil 
and climate, a new tobacco has been 


| produced, which, according to the To- 


bacco Trade Review, “has not the pun- 
gency of many so-called Turkish or 
Egyptian tobaccos and has more flavor 
than the best Virgintan. The Rhode- 
sian tobacco possesses the true Turkish 
aroma. It is good both for use in the 
pipe and for the making of cigarettes, 
and is also an excellent cigar leaf, even 
promising. with proper care in curing 
and handling. to provide the wrapper. 
Tobacco is, of course, already a large 
crop in several South African colonies, 
but this is Rhodesia's first entry into 
the industry, and with an article of a 
special and superior kind. The same 
colony is expending much energy in 
cotton cultivation, and has recently ex- 
hibited in London bulk samples report- 
ed on by experts as of excellent qual- 
ity. It has to be remembered that 
Rhodesia. is a vast region, possessing 
wide stretches of rich virgin soil, so 
that both in tobacco and in cotton the 
colony is quite likély in course of time 
to be a big producer. 

Cotton in the Transvaal. 

In the adjoining colony of the Trans- 
vaal the cotton industry is also taking 
held. In this connection the London 
journal South Africa has the following 
interesting note: “The Central South 
African Lands and Exploration Com- 
pany have impo a cotton-pressing 
gin—the first introduced in the 
Transvaal. The importation of this 
press is the outcome of certain speci- 
mens of wild cotton collected on the 
company’s farms which are situate in 
the neighborhood of the Letaba River, 
in the low country. These specimens 
were shown on the Liverpool Cotton 
Exchange, and were valued at 6d to 7d 
per pound. The company has interest- 
ed itself in obtaining some of the best 
known varieties of cotton seed from 
the British Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion, under expert advice. The wide 
areas of the Selati and Letaba coun- 
try and the low country generally 
wherein wild cotton flourishes are 


known to all who have traveled in 
those districts, and there can be no 
doubt that growing cotton may be 


profitably undertaken over a large 
section of the eastern and northeastern 
Transvaal, provided abundant and 
cheap labor is procurable. The exten- 
sion of the cotton-growing industry 
throughout South Africa is likely to 
result ultimately in the creation of a 
large demand for machinery in connec- 
tion therewith, and manufacturers of 
that class of machinery will naturally 
follow the development of this new 
industry with special interest.”

The growing use of cipher codes by 
commercial houses in the interchange of 
correspondence by telegraph has served 
greatly to reduce their bills for tele- 
graph. tolls, and by the same token to 
decrease the receipts of the big tele- 
graph companies for the handling of 
a given number of messages. 

Were it not that th se of the wire 
has kept pace with the general busi- 
nes expansion throughout the country, 
the exact effect of the use of the code 
would not be hard to determine. As 
it is, the telegraph companies have to 
judge of their losses by estimating the 
number of words that now would be 
transmitted were the codes not in cx- 
istence. 

It has got so that a word of ten let- 
ters carries to the recipient a mean- 
ing that would be expressed otherwise 
in maybe fifteen or twenty words. 

The word “infracona,” for instance, 
may mean: “Order received; goods out 
of stock; will go forward in ten days.” 

“The use of the code probably has 
reduced the senders" telegraph tolls 90 
per cent.,“ said Superintendent Lewis

A TALK WITH, THE NOTED SON OF ONE OF AMERICA’S Man- 
TYRED PRESIDENTS.

The campaign of James Garfield 
for the Senate cost him $300. This 
sum included the expenses of his 
pomination and election. There were 
five counties in his district and he had 
to travel far by carriage and train. He 
could have spent ten times as much 
and honestly. Disgusted at the use 
of money in politics he introduced and 
had enacted a measure which Hmited 
expenditures at elections and com- 
pelled candidates to print itemized ac- 
counts of their campaign expenses. 
He found the State Library in Colum. 
bus a musty, dusty and unused refuge 
for the political favorite of the Gov- 
ernor. He and another son of a 
President, young Rutherferd Hayes. 
turned it into a busy workshop for the 
people. The government of the libr- 
ary was changed, new books were 
purchased, old ones were made clean. 
Last year thirteen hundred traveling 
libraries were sent into different parts 
of the State—sent where books are 
scarce and where their influence 
works for reform, although James 
Garfield detests- that much-abused 
word. A civil service bill prepared by 
Garfield and another man, and 
pressed by him with much vigor, was 
beaten. 
corporation taxation and went into 
every problem of government with 
energy. diligence and fine intelligence. 
No man in Ohio is more respected. 
asked him when he became ac- 
quainted with Theodore Roosevelt and 
he replied: 

“I first met the President when he 
was a Police Commissioner in New 
York. When he was Governor he 
talked with me about our experience 
in Ohio in the taxation of corporations 
and inheritances. He asked me to 
take a place in the Civil Service Com- 
mission and later he invited me to be- 
come the Commissioner of Cor pra- 
tions. If he had given me the pick 
of all the offices in the government I 


“should. have chosen. the one I have. 


I found the Clell Service Commission 
to be a guard over all the depart- 
ments in Washington. My theory was 
that it ought to coéperate in govern- 
ment and not be a watchman on the 
lookout for infractions of the law. 
Changes have taken place under Mr. 
Roosevelt's administration and the 
friction that characterized the rela- 
tions of the Civil Service Commission 
and the rest of. the government has 
disappeared. Now a member of the 
Cabinet can call an incompetent, care- 
less or indolent subordinate into his 
presence and dismiss him from the 
public service. No trial is necessary; 
none is permitted. That is exactly as 
it should be. But appointments are as 
carefully guarded as ever. 

“In the bureau of corporations the 
same theory of coéperation prevails. 
Personally, I am willing to say to 
every trust which has violated the law, 
let us wipe the slate clean of past cf- 
fenses and begin anew within the 
law. We are after the markets of the 
world. If present laws must be vio- 
lated in the interest of fair trade let 
us amend the laws. Establish an 
honest basis on which corporations 
can work their own profits and not 
to the disadvantage of the public and 
the difficulties which now perplex us 
will pass away. I have talked with 
the foremost business men of this 
country, with the heads of our great- 
est trusts end the presidents of our 
richest railroads. I have told them 
that changes must be made in one 
way or another. If the method is not 
peaceable it will be violent—if it isn't 
bloodless it may be bloody.” 


“Are you through with the beef 
trusts?" 
No. Other chapters of my report‘ 
will ke given pubicity later. The 


President has already explained to the 
country that pending litigation be- 
tween the governmet and certain pack- 
ers of meat precludes publication of all 
the facts at this time. This bureau is 
a collector of information and not a 
prosecutor. We look up to the facts 
which Congress needs in the work of 
legislation. The Department of Justice 
hunts down the transgressors when 
there are any. We are learning the 
first cost of manufactured products 
here and abroad and will be enabled 
by and by to give Congress all the in- 
formation it needs if the traiff is to be 
changed or a new law enacted.” 

“Out in Ohio,“ I said, “they are 
talking of running you for Congress.” 

“! was beaten once, Mr. Garfield re- 
plied, and as events turned out I am 
glad of it. I am too well satisfied 
with the place I have to even think 
of another. I believe in one thing at 
a time—a central idea and motive. I 
remember that my father took me to 
Grand Rapids, in Michigan, on one of 
his stumping tours. I suppose I was 
tired and sleepy, but I know I asked 
him after his speech why he said the 
same thing so many times and in dif- 
ferent ways. He took great pains to 
expiain to me that various kinds of 
men were in every audience—mechan- 
ics, merchants, clerks, lawyers, school- 
teachers farmers and doctors. He said 
that he had alsays one chief princi- 
ple which he sought to press upon the 
minds of those who heard him. He 
explained it in one. way to the farm 
ers, in another way for the lawyers, 
and so on. When his speech was over 
he wanted every person at the meet- : 
ing to go away satisfied. I have fol- 
lowed that plan myself in public 
speaking, and in all the work I have

While James Garfield was learning 
about sidewalks and street lights in 
Mentor, his brother Harry was giving 
Cleveland a lesson in independent pol- 
‘jties. He organized what was known 
as the Municipal Association, and got 
upon its board of directors some of 
the best men of the community—an 
eminent Catholic priest was one of 
them. The association hired a shrewd 
agent, who investigated the private 
and public life of everyone who an- 
nounced himself to be a candidate for 
public office. The result of each in- 
vestigation was printed in the news- 
papers and sent broadcast over the 
city in ramphlet form. _ Politicians 
sneered at the methods, the recom- 
mendations and censure of the asso- 
clation, but a majority of the can/i- 
dates it approved were almost inva- 
rialb'y elected, and a majority of those 
it Gisapproved of were rejected at 
the polls. Harry Garfield became one 
of the very first men in Cleveland. 
He helped to organize a great trust 
company, he was elected president of 
the Chamber of Commerce and at- 
tained to high rank at the bar. in 
the midst of his success as a lawyer 
and a maker of money, Princeton 
University called him to the newly- 
established chair of political science. 
He dropped everything and accepted. 
lie is teaching politics now. I went 
to him with several questions. 
“Should a young man,“ 1 inquired, 
“take up politics as a career?” 

assume.“ he answered, that hold- 
ing office is intended. Yes, if possible 
without sacrificing what they regard 
as a principle of right conduct. Usu- 
ally, always if they have families de- 
pendent upon them, this implies the 
possession of a livelihood outside the 
salary of office.

“Should they act within parties?” 

“Burke answers this question to my 
satisfaction in his “Thoughts on the 
Causes of the Present Discontents.’

“When bad men combine, the good 
must associate; else they will fall, 
one by one, an unpitied sacrifice in 
a contemptible struggle. ‘ 
When a public man omits to put him- 
self in a situation of doing his duty 
with effect, it is an omission which 
frustrates the purposes of his trust 
almost as much as if he had formally 
betrayed it. When duty ren- 
ders a critical situation a necessary 
one. it is our business to keep far 
from the evils attendant upon it, and 
not to fly from this situation Itself.’ 


Burke, however, points out that act- 


ing with party ‘when in direct op- 
position to your own clear ideas’ is

What would they get in return 
for devoting their lives to the public 
service?” | 

“More than in any other career 
it is necessary that ambition to gain 
a definite goal be checked, and that 
the aim be to do faithfully and to the 
best of one’s ability the particular 
duty intrusted to him, Otherwise the 
career is usually embittered by disap- 
pointment: To him who pursues his 
career with this higher alm may come 


great honors, place and power; but the 


only sure return is the satisfaction 
that comes to him who has devoted 
his life to his country. I am aware 
that ali thie may lead many to ask 
why my answer to your first question 
should not have been in the nega- 
tive. To such it would be. I would 
keep them out, if I could. To them 
politics is a trade, and we've got to 
rise far above the trade idea if the 
precarious character of the career is 
to be changed to one of reasonable 
certinty.”’

EXPERIMENT, BUT A SUCCESS.

0 NCE more our people have come 


triotism and the love of liberty. 
For thoughtful men who are familiar 
with the rise of liberty, the Fourth of 
July is still the golden day in the 
calendar of free institutions. This 
high day of the republic holds many 
associations with the two Adams, with 
Hamilton and Jefferson, with Madison 
and Washington, and the holiday 18 
become an urn that overflows with sa- 
ered and perfumed treasure. During 
the fret fifty years of the republic, the 
Fourth of July was the one outstand- 
ing day, for Thanksgiving had not yet 
been made universal, Memorial Day 
and Labor Day, and the birthday of 
Lincoln had not yet been born. In 
Athens on the high day of the city the 
citizens arrayed themselves in white 
robes and wore girdles of blue stand- 
ing for civic purity. Cleansing them- 
selves from all grime, the men went 
forth carrying palm branches, the 
marching children carried flowers, the 
maids and matrons chanted hymns, 
the priests swung to and fro the cen- 
ger filled with golden incense. When 
the procession, representing the 
strength of beauty of Athens, came to 
the votive altar of the Goddess 
Athenae, they covered the white mar- 
ble wit flowers, and perfumed boughs. 
Not otherwise did Daniel Webster, 
with reverence and inrceasing solem- 
nity anticipate the approach of the 
Fourth of July. To the very last the 
thought of Independence Day suffused 
his eyes with teers, and filled him 
with a tumult of noble emotions. And 
for all citizens of the republic today, 
this approaching day of patriotism and 
liberty should stir civic price, the love 
of country, and the renewal of dedi- 
cation of life and gifts to the cause 
of the republic, that represents today 
the highest hope of all the people of 
the earth. 

Today the President and the repub- 
lic cecupy the center of the world's 
ttage. For weeks the world has risen 
up and retired with the thought of the 
republic as arbiter and friend of two 
Just now out coun- 
try looms large in the world's affairs. 
If the President's figure rises 7 ove 
the other nation rulers, it is because 
he stands upon the shoulders of ereat 
countrymen who are supported by a 
great country. Gone forever the 


thought that the republic is an experi- 


ment! “What do 1 think about free 
institutions and democracy?” exclaims 
Carlyle. “I think that America is a 
place where a few wise men discuss 
problems and many fools settle them.” 
The English premier in 1850 gave us 
forty more years. Yet what nation 
has grown and prospered? Govern- 
ment is for the protection of life, 
property, family, reputation and lib- 
erty. But surely there never has been 
an hour in the history of the republic 
when ihe millions were so happy or so 
prosperous, or when they possessed in 
so large a measure their political and 
industria) rights, their social and their 


| 


civic rights. What! Democracy an ex- 
periment? It is the other forms of 
government that are experimental. 
Autocracy is the government of one; 
the limited monarchy is the govern- 


ment by the few: democracy is the 


government by the many. Today autoc- 
racy is experimental; witness Rus- 
sia—the government may fall any day. 
Limited monarchy and the aristocracy 
are experimental. Witness Spain and 
Austria—-for ‘them no statesman 
knows what a year may bring forth. 
A monarchy is a battleship that can 
be sunk with a single bombshell. The 
republic is a raft, and a dozen bomb- 
shells through each leg of the raft 
would not sink the whole. It is easy 
to destroy a government of but one 
ruler; it is impossible to destroy a 
government where all the millions are 
rulers. The most conservative and 
prudent and stable. government is the 
government of all by all and for all. 
History is full of the rüins of all the 
other forms of government. The old 
inonarchies already seem like ancient 
oaks rotted out at the heart, and no 
man knows what storm will bring 
them crashing down. At last the re- 
public is avenged. She might even 
have the right to turn her face toward 


the East, and say of Russia, Austria 
and Germany what once they said to 


us: “I give you forty years.” After 
your Niagara, what? Yours is a coun- 
try here wise business men and 
scholars discuss problems, and one 
feebic-minded ruler decides them.” 
History has turned every argument 
today in favor of the republic and 
against autocracy and bureaucracy. 
Who can ever estimate the import- 
ance of these anniversary days of 
liberty, these holidays that commemo- 
rate the beginning of free institu- 
tions? When patriotism has declined, 
the nation has weakened. When pa- 
triotism has revived, national wealth 
and prosperity have revived with It. 
The great day for Athens and the 
Isles of Greece, where Plato thought 
and Sappho sang, was the day when 
every citizen was a patriot, sincere, 


heroic, ready to die for his country. 


The great epoch of art and beauty and 
liberty for Florence was the era when 
patriotism, like a mighty flood, swept 
over Italy. The golden age for little 
Switzerland, with its brilliant past, for 
brave little Holland, for glorious old 
England, was the age when patriotism 
was at its best. And what our land 
needs above all else, after a revival 
of ethics and righteousness, is a re- 
vival of patriotism and love of coun- 
try. 
nations to exult and cry, “This is 
mine own, my native land.” But how 
much more to Americans. Is it ma- 
terial wealth? Lift up your eyes and 
look out upon these lakes and 
rivers, the vineyards and orchards, the 
pastures and meadows, the herds 
and flocks. What wealth we already 
have, and what wealth exceeding more 
is to be ours? It is a great. history 
that strengthens patriotism? Think 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, the heroic age 
in the country’s history, the scenes

victory for independence, Webster's 
struggle for liberty and union, states 
one and inseparable; think of the vie- 
tory for the slave—the immigrant; of 
the schools for children, the hospitals, 
the philanthropies, the reforms, the 
laws. Think of these halls of science, 
the galleries of art, the chapels, the 
libraries, the churches, with their lofty 
towers. Is it a noble ancestor? Ah, 
the fathers and founders stained with 
their life-blood this banner of liberty, 
and made bright these stars on the sky 
of hope!

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TIE OPEN SHOP-Mayor Schmitz Trains Union Newsboys to Become Thug 


CURRENT COMMENT. 


ORNELIUS P. SHEA. interna- 
tional president of the Brother- 
- hood of Teamsters has been de- 
posed by the international executive 
board. At this writing this is the lat- 
est development of importance in the 
Chicago teamsters’ strike. The spe- 
cific charges against Shea are: (1.) 
Calling a strike contrary to the con 
stitution, and (2) making expenditures 
of the brotherhood’s money contrary 
to the terms of the constitution and 
bylaws. Shea's deposition stands, for 
there is no appeal from the action 
of the international committee. | 
His removal is the first official 
acknowledgement that the strike was 
a blunder, so far as the public has any 
knowledge; but what may surprise the 
public more than the removal of Shea 
fa the belated action of the interna- 
tional committee. If it is convinced 
that the strike was contrary to the 
constitution, was all this time required 
to learn its provisions on the point’ 
The international committee is the 
official authority on the constitution 
and bylaws, and since it is convinced 
of the blunder now it must have been 
convinced of it when the strike was 
called, and should have put a restrain- 
ing hand upon Shea before he com- 
mitted a breach of the constitution 
and plunged the teamsters into a 
movement which was certain to bring 
them suffering and hardship under the 
most favorable conditions on which 
strikers may count at the present 


- time. Shea has been condemned a. 


the bar of public opinion; he has been 
defied by the employers, who have de- 
feated him in every move he has made 
against them; he has been charge! 
before the grand jury with wholesale 
forruption; he has been guilty on 
mere than one occasion of selling out 
his organization for a price; he has 
been arrogant and dictatorial to the 
rank and file, caused dissensions, de- 
pleted union treasuries in a futile ef- 
fort to p a futile strike alive; he 
has proved a dismal and cosily fail- 
ure as a strike leader; he has made 
the teamsters the most unpopular 
‘Tabor organization in Chicago, and 
brought it the scorn of the country; 
his strike has died in shame and di:- 
aster; he has made it impossible for 
most of the strikers to regain their 
jobs; and brought the teamsters’ or- 
ganization to the verge of ruin and 
@icsolution. With these facts before 
it, and others which might be cited, 
the public will be less impressed with 
the conviction of the international 
committee. which has resulted in the 
removal of President Shea, than with 
ite shift to meet a crisis by a lame 
expedient. If the committee had in- 
tended to be fair or to protect the 
Interests of the teamsetérs, it would 
have acted at the proper time—before 
the men were called out on strike. 
But it preferred to wait and watch the 
course of events and by waiting it 
gave tacit consent to the strike and 
to the methods adopted during the 
strike. Its twelfth-hour action, in or- 
der to save a tottering organization, 
after the strikers have suffered until 
their case was utterly hopeless, is not 
in the interests of the rank and file 
of the teamsters’ union, but only in 
‘that of the leaders, who must protect 
their organizations at all hazards. if 
they would continue the life of ease 
and plenty at the cost of labor. 


Until we are in possession of facts 
more in detail, it would serve little 
purpose to discuss the second charge 
which the international committee 
brings against Shea—the expending 
of the teamsters’ money contrary to 
the constitution and bylaw?. The ex- 
penditure of union funds for the sup- 
port of the strike, which has been de- 
Clared contrary to the constitution, 
would be contrary to the constitution 
also But whether this is what the 
committee means, and all that it 
means, can only be metter of con- 
jecture; and whether employing thugs 
and jail birds to commit deeds of vio- 
lence upon non-union drivers and pay- 
ing them out of union funds is con- 
trary to the constitution and bylaws, 
we are unable to say. If the inter- 
national committee would be more 
specific it 3 remove a cloud ui 
doubt. 


Shea made himself the “whole 
cheete,” as president and strike leader, 
and none will rejoice at his downfall 
more than his victims in the ranks to 
whom his arrogance and dictation 
had become obnoxious. Power and a 
weighty purse of “dirty” money had 
gone to the fellow's head, but he has 
pobered wonderfully | within the past 
few days. When he became satisfied 
of bis defeat and raw his power grad- 


ually going from him, he was good 
enough to admit that “the teamsters 
have a right to say what they want.” 
In threatening the other day to call a 
general strike of the teamsters he had 
no idea of changing the attitude of 
the employers, or of improving condi- 
tions for the strikers. But he desired 
to continue the trouble until after the 
meeting of the Teamsters’ Interna- 
tional Union, which takes place in 
Philadelphia in August, when he was 
to be a candidate for reélection as 
president. It would not do to go be- 
fore the convention with the strike 
settled against him. Such a misfor- 
tune would destroy his chances for re- 
election, but with a general strike on 
his hands, his success would be as- 
sured. It was of course of no conse- 
quence how the strikers were faring 
the while; whether they and their 
families were starving,or not. So 
long as Shea lived on the fat of the 
land, what did he.care for the pangs 
of hunger, which never disturbed him, 
or for the cries of famished and suf- 
fering children? The very incarnation 
of barbaric selfishness, the one thing 
which concerns Shea is Shea's inter- 
ests. The teamsters are only as 
pawns on a chess board; but the ac- 
tion of the international committee 
puts a stop to his career. Let us 
hope it may be permanent. But is 
Shea any worse than other labor lead- 
ers? 

A nine-hour work day and open 
bop in forty-five of the leading print- 
ing establishments in the city, em- 
ploying two-thirds of the local com- 
positors, was the news that came over 
the wires from Philadelphia a few 
daye ago. This action was decided 
upon at a recent meeting there of the 
United Typothetae, at which master 
printers from all sections of the coun- 
try were represented, and taken in an- 
ticipation of a demand to be made 
by the printers for an eight-hour work 
day beginning next January. 

Thus has the gage of war been 
thrown down to President Lynch of 
the International Typographical Un- 
ton. That he wit! pick it up in Jan- 
uary is probable; but if the master 
printers will stand together and stay 
on the firing line there can be but one 
result. That Lynch is diligently pre- 
paring for the onset may be taken for 
granted. For months past he has had 
his emissaries at work in nearly ev- 
ery town and village in the country 
cutting down the supplies of the enemy 
by unionizing every printer who 
could be prevailed upon to accept the 
yoke. This work fs still going on 
and will be continued, for Lynch real 
izes the advantage of numbers in the 
coming contest. 

Bult numbers isn't everything; it 
will not be the deciding factor if the 
master printers are up to snuff, and 
we think they are, that is, a larger 
number of them than we can estimate 
at the present time. 

The action of the master printers in 
Philadelphia is not an isolated one; 
the movement bas been going on for 
some time, in different parts of the 
country, and if the employers will or- 
ganize as solidly as Lynch will have 
his forces organized when the battle 
begins, open shop will prevail largely 
thruvughout the country in 1906.

be restrained through the process of 
the court. 

On Monday evening, June 19, some 
days after the injunction had been 
issued, Rapp continues in his affidavit,

The direct interest of the railway 
employés in the question of govern- 
ment made rates is beginning to be 
understood by the more intelligent of 
these American workers.

erhood of Locomotive Engineers’ 
Monthly Journal, published at Cleve- 
land as the organ of one of the oldest 
and most generally respected organi- 
zations of skilled labor: 

“The Congressional committee au- 
thorized to investigate railroad prac- 
tices so as to give the Senate more in- 
formation when the Esch-Townsend 
bill passed the House, comes up at 
the next session, probably in October, 
began their inquiry on April 17. We 
believe the Esch-Townsend bill will 
have to be very much modified before 
it can pass the Senate; but every sub- 
division of the Brotherhood -of Loco- 
motive Engineers in the States should 
take an interest in this subject, which 
they ought to feel is very near to 
them, for the interest of the railroads, 
in a large sense, is their Interest not 
that it would result in the reduction 
of wages, but would, in all probability, 
deter any advance and would likely 
make it more difficult to sustain what 
we have: and it would be a good 
move either to see or write each 
Congressman and Senator, and ex- 
press disapproval of any measure 
which would take from the railroad 
management the rate-making power. 
Let the law be amended, if necessary, 
to give the commission power to cure 
such evils ag are complained of, and 
give it unqualified authority to en- 
force the interstate commerce law. 

“It is very difficult for a layman to 
see wherein the government can in- 
fringe at will upon the liberty of con- 
tract of railroads in the interest of 
the shipper, when there can be no 
legal restriction placed on bakeshops 
in the interest of the journeyman 
baker or the public.” 

We have not at hand the official 
figures of the brotherhood's member- 
ship, but the last printed report of 
their subsidiary association for mu- 
tual life and accitient insurance re- 
corded a total of about 43,000. The 
public has long been accustomed to 
regard the brotherhood as a labor 
union of the very best type, combin- 
ing in an extraordinary degree in its 
spirit and practices a keen persistency 
for the protection of its own legiti- 
mate interests with due respect for 


the law and a reasonable and con- 


servative attitude toward the rest of 
society. The brotherhood has pros- 
pered and become powerful because it 
has made so few mistakes. 

The organ of the brotherhood not 
only doubts the wisdom of any meas- 
ure which would take from the rall- 
roads the rate-making power and 
lodge it in the Federal government, 
but also calls for an active agitation 
by the railway engineers themselves 
and for thelr own interests, against 
the proposed legislation. Those who 
have assumed that Federal contro! of 
railway rates would receive, in the 
nature of things, the support of or- 
ganized labor may find signficance

In aniwer to a suggestlon that the 


United States flag be carried on 
wagons as a protection against strik- 
ers, a person who evidently believes in 
strike violence wants to know why our 
flag should be lowered in that way, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. 

“Is it not bad enough,” he asks, 
“that we have here the scum of the 
country to take awey the rights of the 
downtrodden workingmen, without 
throwing mud at the men who have 
fought to save that flag and its coun- 
try? The men that answered their 
country’s call during the war with 


Spain were nearly all union men—not 


the scab and the strike-breaker of to- 
day.“ 

In this deliverance there is a great 
deal more of the spirit of the slugger 
and the law-defying mobocrat than of 
the loyal patriot who responds to the 
country’s call to arms. 

It may be that the men who volun- 
teered to fight Spain were nearly all 
union men, as stated, but it is safe to 
say that if so they were not union 
men of thé lawless and rioting kind. 
Men who volunteer from patriotic mo- 
tives are usually men who respect law- 
ful authority and the rights of their 
fellow-men. If they were not they 
would make poor soldiers. 

The writer above quoted probably. 
does hot know whether the volunteers 
of the late war were mostly union men 
or not. There is one notorious fact 
which raises a strong presumption 
that they were not. The fact referred 
to Is the attitude of organized labor to- 
ward the militia. For years the State 
labor conventions of Illinois have been 
declaring, with practical unanimity, 
that the members, of unions should 
keep out of the State militia, and the 
labor conventions of other States have 
made the same declaration. 

This fact raises a presumption that 
union men avoid military service as a 
rule, and that they have no liking for 
either the militia or the regular army 
‘8 shown by many of their utterances. 
The unionists know perfectly well that 
neither the militia nor the regu!srs 
are ever called out for home service 
for any other purpose than to suppress 
rebellion or domestic violence with 
which the civil authorities are unable 
to deal successfully. Their hostility 
to troops, therefore, is an admission 
that it is part of their plan to gain 
their ends by such violence. 

The writer quoted admits it when he 
calls independent workingmen the 
scum of the country” and stigmatizes 
them as “scabs” and strike-breakers.“ 
and protests against affording them 
protection against the violence of 
strikers. He admits that the strikers 
are responfible for the violence and 
defiance of law. Neither he nor any 
other apologist for union rufflaniem 
any longer thinks it worth while to 
pretend that union strikers are peace- 
able citizens and that hoodlums do all 
the rioting and slugging. 

They still declaim ridiculously about 
“the rights of the downtrodden work- 
ingmen —as though they were not the 
downtreaders instead of the down- 
trodden, and as though they had a 
right to the jobs they have voluntarily 
abandoned and a right to a close 
monopoly of their jobs as long as they 
want them, once tuey have been em- 
ployed by anybody. 

The Chronicle is not seconding the 
suggestion that wagons which are in 
danger from strikers should carry the 
national flag, unless possibly in the 
case of wagons protected by injunc- 
tions issued by United States courts. 
it ought not to be necessary to use the 
flag for such a purpose. People ought 
to be protected in going about their 
lawful occupations, and they would be 
if those whose duty it is to enforce the 


‘laws discharged that duty, without any 


display of the flag and without the 
prolonged use of guards against slug- 
gers and mobs. 

The only reason why labor mobs 
and ruffians do not respect the laws 
and the authority of the State as much 
as those of the nation is because the 
officers whose duty it is to enforce 
State laws and exercise State authority 
are despicable demagogues who toi- 
erate lawlessness to win the votes of 
the lawless. 

If they would discharge their duty 
fearlessiy neither’ flags nor guards 
would long be necessary for the pro- 
tection of men going about their busi- 
ness, and the officials themselves 
would find that the best way to win 
popularity as well as proper respect 
is % put down lawlessness and pre- 
serve the public peace.

THE STRIKES? 


HOW THE PUBLIC SUFFERS ON 
ACCOUNT OF STRIKES. 


Deaths Caused Through Strikes. 
Who Is Going to Correct the Disre- 
gard of Law That is Filtering 
Through the industrial System. 
The Immoral Influence of Strikes. 


The great teamsters’ strike in Chi- 
cago lends an especial timeliness to 
an article on the cost of strikes by 
Henry Irving Dodge in Public Opinion, 
May 13. Mr. Dodge represents Capital, 
Labor and Public as engaged in a con- 
versation about the location of the 
responsibility for, and the burden of 
strikes. This is the way Public states 
his side of the case: 

“It would take volumes to even in- 
dicate what might be termed the col- 
lateral damages of strikes, and these 
damages I, Public, must suffer. All 
the underground passions of men come 
to the surface at ‘strike’ intervals, 
when the army of caprice fights the 
dragon avarice. These are no idle 
words. According to Mr. Slason 
Thompson, in the Outlook, during the 
two years and nine months \nding 
September 30, 1904, owing to labor con- 
flicts in-the United States, there were 
killed 125 non-union men, 56 union 
strikers, and 17 officers; injured, 1626 
non-union men, 173 union strikers, and 
167 officers; and arrested, 415 non- 
union men, and 5699 union strikers.” 

Public leaned back in his chair and 
after a moment’s reflection said, 
Who's going to give me back those 
198 lives? Supposing I were to exact 
an eye for an eye, who'd pay it? Who's 
going to heal the gaping wound in my 
side that those mortalities have 
caused? Many of those 1966 injured 
men were permanently incapacitated. 
Who's going to take care of them? 
Who's going to correct the disregard 
of law that is filtering through our 
whole industrial structure, and, by 
contamination, menacing the every in- 
stitution of democracy? Our school- 
boys drink in the spirit of lawlessness 
from their brothers and fathers who 
are engaged in strikes, or become im- 
buea with he arrogant disregard of 
rights of men and defiance of law that 
proinpts their fathers to oppress their 
workmen.

As a result of the report of the engi- 
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neers the Legislature of California 
passed a bill creating a drainage dis- 
trict which covers the whole territory 
affected and which will be adminis- 
tered by drainage commissioners. 
This unique method of dealing with 
the problem is of great advantage as 
the great region troubled by floods will 
be dealt with as one and the plans as 
carried out will be common to the 


last session passed an act directing the 
Secretary of War to appoint a commis- 
sion of three engineers of the United 
States army to act in conjunction 
with the California Commission. This 
commission of army engineers was re- 


sequence of the Edward's break. Asa 
result of the breakage in the San 
Joaquin River hundreds of ranches 
were destroyed. The great asparagus 
ranch at Bouldin Island where 3000 
acres of asparagus were growing was 
completely destroyed. The waters from 
the Edward's break reached the City 
of Sacramento; a large portion of its 
suburbs were inundated. Row-boats 
took the place of the usual means of 
conveyance. For aimost a hundred 
miles above Sacramento the country 
was flooded in various pleces. The 
Yolo basin which is forty-one miles 
across presented the appearance of an 
inland sea. The Edward's break grew 
with alarming rapidity, as the water 
carved away the banks of the levee. 
Soon it was 300 yards in width and 
twenty feet deep. A fleet of pile-driv- 
ers and a small army of men were en- 
gaged in ineffectual attempts to repair 
the broken levee. Their task was ren- 
dered especially formidable by the fact 
that the waters in rushing through the 
break had reached down into a bed of 
quicksand. Spliced piles seventy feet 
in length failed to hold against the 
current. Effective work in repairing 
the break was delayed until the flood 
had subsided in the early fall. 

The residents of the Sacramento 
Vailey and the whole State were 
aroused by the danger of threatening 
one of the most important agricultural 
sections on the Pacific Coast. For 
twenty years disastrous floods had 
been an almost annual event in the 
Sacramento Valley. In that time over 

$20,000,000 was wasted in attempts to 
repair the levees and improve the Sac- 
ramento River. No general scheme 
of river improvement had been under- 
taken and a levee system is only as 
Strong as ite weakest point. 

For years the farmers along the 
Sacramento River had seen their 
property endangered and frequently 
destroyed by the annual spring floods. 
No one of the farmers, however, was 
willing to take the lead and bear his 
share of the expense in a general 
scheme for fear some other land owner 
who was unwilling to contribute 
would derive greater benefits than he. 
Finally San Francisco eager to see 
this vast agricultural country pro- 
tected and a producing territory added 
to the State came to the rescue. Rufus 
P. Jennings. a merchant of that city, 
with no engineering knowledge but of 
great executive ability and the faculty 
of choosing men, gathered together 
all the clashing interests and brought 
about a harmony of sentiment not 
only in the districts affected but 
throughout the whole State that has 
resulted in the movement to reclaim 
the great valleys. It is the biggest 
project of the kind that has ever been 
on the Pacific Coast. 
Miilions of dollars had been wasted 
and years of labor undergone because 
there had been no organized move- 
ment affecting the whole river. 

These arguments were brought out 
at a meeting of the River Improve- 
ment and Drainage Association of 
California held at the Palace Hotel, 
San Francisco, on the fifth of January 
last year. As a result of.the meeting 
it was decided to enagage a commis- 
gion of the mos eminent engineering 
skill available. The commission 
chosen consisted of Major T. G. Dab- 
ney of Clarksville, Miss.. Chief Engi- 
neer of the Yazoo-Mississippi Levee 
District since 1884, Henry B. Richard-

The Sacramento Valley and its im- 
mediate watershed comprises a region 
larger than the combined areas of 
Ohio and Connecticut. The Valley lies 
in the northern portion of what is 
known as the Great Basin of Califor- 
nia. This basin is four hundred and 
fifty miles long and forty to eighty 
miles in width. Once it was a huge 
inland sea. Now it is a gently sloping 
and practically unbroken plain with 
a total area of fifteen thousand seven 
hundred sqvare miles or 10,048,000 
acres, This great area is embraced 
by two approximately parallel ranges 
of mountains, the Sierra Nevada and 
the Coast Range, which converge at 
Mt. Shasta in the north and at the 
Tehachapi Mountains in the south. 
The entire basin, including mountains 
and valleys, covers an area of more 
than 58,000 square miles. The nor- 
thern portion of this section is 
drained by the Sacramento River, 
which flows south, and the southern 
portion by the San Joaquin River, 
which flows north. These two rivers 
unite and flow into Suisun Bay, an 
arm of San Francisco Bay. The Sacra- 
mento River takes its source partly 
from tributaries which head in the 
southern and eastern slopes of Mt. 
Shasta and partly from the McCloud, 
Feather and Pit rivers. Thence it 
runs south in the Sacramento Valley 
in a course parallel to the coast until 
it reaches Sacramento City, where it 
runs northeast into Suisun Bay. 

The river proper is about 250 miles 
long, but its great tributaries are as 
much longer. Once the Sacramento 
was navigable from its mouth to Red 
Bluff, a distance a little more than 
two hundred and fifty miles. Up to 
1862 the Yuba, a tributary of the 
Sacramento. was navigable all the 
year for ships and boats drawing from 
nine to ten feet of water, and during 
the winter season deep water ships 
and steamers from round Cape Horn 
navigated it to Marysville. Other 
streams were also navigable, but the 
deposits of silt as a result of placer 
mining and hydraulicing have shoaled 
the channel. In some places, where 
once big boats from round the Horn 


were laid at anchor, now a ten year 
old boy may wade across the river 
without wetting his knees. It is due 


to the shoaled condition of the rivers 
that they no longer can accommodate 
the foods that rush down them and 
thus break their barriers. 


A singular problem and one unlike 
any presented in the levee making of 
the Mississippi, threatened the com- 
mission of engineers as being an ob- 
stacle too formidable for solution. The 
elevation of the river at Red Bluff is 
about three hundred feet. Before 


reaching Red Bluff the course of, the 


stream is precipitous. From Red 
Bluff the fall to the south for sixty 
miles averages less than three feet to 
the mile. The slope in this direction 
gradually decreases until it is less 
than three-tenths of a foot to the mile 
near Sacramento. At Sacramento the 
river has reached a point where, on 
account of its slight fall, it is difficult 
in times of flood for it to accommo- 
date the vast torrent that rushes 
down from above. Added to this is 
the fact that the low water -measure- 
ments at Red Bluff are ninety per 
cent. of the low water measurements 
at Sacramento. The flood waters are 
an addition to the minimum low 
waters. In the Sacramento Valley and 
contiguous parts of the San Joaquin 
Valley there are 1250 square miles of 


whole river country. Congress at its“ 


very fertile land that is subject to 
overflow from every ordinary flood 
and about 1700 square miles from 
extraordinary floods. Thus in addition , 
to the million acres of land which will 
be reclaimed from the sea by the 
building of levees along the Sacra- 
mento River there will be between 
1,000,000 and 800,000 acres of inten- 
Sively cultivated land which will be 
protected from floods. Besides the 
land that will be reclaimed and pro- 
tected there will be even greater areas 
which will be capable of agriculture 
through irrigation. 

The Sacramento and San Joaquin 


[Rivers join in a mar‘Ny confluence 
Bay, but for forty-five miles between 
the two streams a great part of the 
land is under water. Already in Cali- 
fornia there are 850,000 acres of water- 
covered lands which are now devoted 
to agriculture, the reclamation having 
proceeded gradually by individuals. 
Their reclamation represents an in- 
vestment of $15,000,000. The dwellers 
on these fertile lands have shuddered 
at the report of every flood, for, when 
the levees break, their farms are 
buried by water to a depth of cighteen 
or twenty feet and their buildings of- 
ten swept away. The destruction of 


the floods a year ago wiped away three 
thousand acres that vielded six hun- 
dred thousand dollars per annum net. 

The reclaimed lands grow all the 
products of the temperate and sub- 
tropical zones. Apples, apricots, nec- 
tarines, plums, pears. prunes, oranges, 
lomons, limes, figs. pomegranates, 
grades, Olives, almonds, English wal- 
nuts, berries and melons reach perfec- 
tion while vegetables, wheat, sorghum 
and the like are staple industries The 
largest chicory farm in the world is 
found on lands that already have been 
wrested from the sea. 

In the upper portion of the re- 
claimed belt the lend is a rich alluvial 
soil caused by the decay of rushes 
which for thousands of years have 
grown upon it. In quality it is de- 
| erdedly peat-like and when dry burns 
like Chinese punk. The fire eats its 
way through the soil with very little 
smoke: when the turf becomes ignited 
the only way to put the fire out is to 
flood the lands which is done by allow- 
ing water to flow through the head 
gates in the levees. 


NOVEL. USES FOR “GLASS. 

It is to be hoped there is nothing 
more than coincidence in the simul- 
taneous invention of glass houses by 
an lowan and of glass paving bricks 
by a Parisian, for if the two inventions 
should come in contact the architect 
might have to begin over again. The 
patentee of the glass house purpose 
to attach brackets to the beams of 
the floors of the steel framework of 
his structure to support two walls of 
opalescent wire glass, the insulating 
dead air in the twelve inch space be- 
tween the two walls preventing the 
loss of heat in winter and its en- 
trance In summer. It is claimed that 
buildings constructed in this manner 
will be more free from drafts than 
under present conditions, that they 
can be satisfactorily heated with a 
quarter less fuel than buildings of 
brick construction, and that the ab- 
sence of windows -shuts out dust, 
smoke, odors, and insects, and allows 
of any arrangement of the floor plan 
desired. The French inventor in 
question aims at cheapening paving 
bricks, utilizing for his invention old 
glass obtained from broken bottles, 
wirdow panes, etc., as the raw ma- 
terial. The bricks now being tested 
in Paris are laid on a foundation of 
concrete, with a wooden template 
one-fifth of an inch 
the bricks. Up to the present the new 
material does not appear to wear as 
well as stone, but it is the belief of 
the city officials that the thinness of 
the bricks now laid makes them too 
fragile. They suggest making them 
four inches thick-®fid laying them on 
a foundation of sand, as stone blocks 
are laid: since, on the present bed. 
they have proved too noisy. [Chicago 
Tribune. 


EARNINGS OF A “BARKER.” 

“Barkers,” the orators of the cir- 
cus, are among the highest paid and 
best known men in the business. Over 
half of the owners of great circuses, 
of vaudeville houses, of side shows, 
and tent shows began their careers as 
“barkers,” or, as they prefer to be 
known, “talkers.” 

A good talker, and they are ex- 
tremely rare, is paid from $75 to $200 
a week by the big circuses, and the 
“top notchers“ in the profession can 
command their. own prices. To go 
into the business of “barking” even 
for the cheapest side show or freak 
shop” requires only this for capital: 
Gab, gall, and good sense. 

Yet, strange as it may seem to thoze 
who have not the smell of tanbark in 
their nostrils, the barkers,“ the men 
who stand on platforms around side- 
shows, round the ticket booths of cir- 
cuses are the best educated class of 
men connected with the circus profes- 
sion, the brightest, wittiest and clever 
est. They are there to talk money 
out of the people who previously had 
not intended to spend it, and they 
accomplish their purpose. A good 
“barker” adds 10 per cent. to the 
business of a good side show, and 
perhaps 50 per cent. to the business 
of a bad one. They get big money; 
they are accustomed to “conning” the 
countryman, and eventually they buy 
a circus or become a partner in a 
vaudevilie trust.

In the Columbia University’s Studies 


in History, Economics and Public 
Law,” appears a volume on “The His- 
torical Development of the Poor Law 
of Connecticut.“ The book is from the 
pen of Prof. Edward Warren Capen, 
alumni lecturer at Hartford Theologi- 
cal Seminary. As with many of the 
books published just as this work is 
published, there is known to be but a 
limited audience to which the volume 
can appeal. The student, however, who 
may have need of investigating the 
subject covered in part or in whole by 
this book, will be duly grateful to Dr. 
Capen for his service. As the title in- 
dicates, the aim of the study of the 
poor law of Connecticut is merely to 
trace its development from its begin- 
nings in the early colonia! period to its 
present form; from the simple provi- 
sions of the seventeenth century 
to the complicated und elaborated stat- 
utes of the twenticth. No attempt has 
teen made to relate this growth to the 
social, economic and industrial history 
of the colony or State.

Under the caption “A Roaring 
Farce.“ he writes: “Those who attend 
a comic opera in order to laugh at the 
absurdities of the life of *the middle 
ages, ought to remember that the old 
battle ax was not made of paper. 
When it was in real use it was a very 
serious affair. It would be just as en- 
tertaining to anticipate, were it possi- 
ble to do so, the ‘roaring farce’ which 
some wit of the future will make of the 
Justice Court, or of the Supreme Court, 
either, as to that matter, when it shall 
be outgrown and shall not any longer 
be used for purposes of extortion and 
so may be freely laughed at as it de- 
serves to be.” Socialism, we have 
said, is a thing to be taken into ac- 
count in a study of the present-day 
world; but not the Socialism of Mr. 
Mills: When Socialism ts backed by no 
greater claim to consideration than the 
mind of such a man as Mr. Mills in 
this paragraph shows himself to be, 
then Socialism is on a par with the 
movement that was headed by “Gen.” 
Coxey. It is but just to Socialism, 
however, to mention that the present 
work is one of the very worst that has 
come as a plea for Socialism within 
the past several years. Mr. Mills is 
altogether weak In his arguments. He 
is fond of standing upon the ground 
common to a few very radical Social- 
ists that all evil in the world is due to 
the withholding of power from the So- 
clalists. He takes the stand that women 
who lead wicked Hves are forced 
thereto because they cannot find hon- 
est labor. This view is not only erro- 
neous; its spreading is actually harm- 
ful. And in closing we may quote his 
prophecy of how the. world will be 
when Socialism shall sit upon its 
throne: The helpless woman who, un- 
der economic necessity, or because 
misled, betrayed and forsaken, now 
surrenders her body to a trafficker in 
vice, in the same manner in which her 
brother must surrender his body to his 
employer, will never be required under 
Socialism to give her body for vicious 
purposes, for lack of opportunity to 
give her hands to the doing of useful 
labor. Then there will be no buch 
helpless women. The power of a man 
to enforce demands of any sort be- 
cause of the economic dependence of 
women will cease on the coming of in- 
dustrial democracy. The temptation 
for men and women to rent their prop- 
erty for purposes which pollute the 
sources of life and spread physical 
disease and social disorder will disap- 
pear when the landlords have given up 
the earth and all men and women have 
an opportunity to live without paying 
personal tribute to any others.” But 
the idealism of Mr. Mills’s Socialiem is 
very thin. The truth of the whole 
thing in a nutshell is that the uneven 


division of wealth is due no more to 


the greed of some than to the laziness 
of othere—and forever and forever 
there shall be a lazy man to every 
greedy one. L.

volume is intended for a very limited 

circle of readers. Judging from its con- 
tents, the impression made by the title 
is confirmed. Thoughts for the Rich” 
is by Mr. Austin Bierbower. Mr. Bier- 
bower, according to the title page of 
his volume, is the author of ine Vir- 
tues and their Reasons.“ “On the 

Training of Lovers,“ From Monkey to 

Man” and “How to Succeed.” We 

say, “according to the title page,” 

because we are acquainted with none 
of these works. And still, because of 
our ignorance. concerning the other 
writings of Mr. Bierbower's we are not 
greativ disturbed. “Thoughts for the 

Rich“ is a book of a character, of 

whkh we have not a few: but of which 

we might without great loss have even 


less. Our author, no doubt, regards 
himself as an epigrammatist. He 
strives persistently after epigram- 


matical effect. The fault perhaps lies 
not so much with Mr. Bierbower, as 
with the race at large. We are too 
prone to regard sentences that hint at 
witty conclusions as epigrams. Sar- 
casm, cynicism, pessimigm and cheap 
humor are not infrequently labeled

game time. Some who can be wise with 
nothing cannot be so with means.” 
Under measuring wealth he writes: 
“The right quantity is more important 
than a large quantity. To save enough 
is rarer than to have a million.“ En- 
der wealth and greatness he says: 
Wat one can do measures him, not 
what he has: for one is great rather 
than possesses something great. For 
fa: men meagure power, not riches.”

The Jews in Russia. | 
THE LITTLE CONSCRIPT. By Ezra 8. Rrud- 
no. Doubleday. Page & Co. New York.

Fata 8. Brudno’s earlier story, The 
Fugitive,” was one of the successes of 
the year in which it appe ved; and its 
success was the result of merit. It 
was a virile, a realistic, a decply 
pathetic story of a youns Jewish im- 
migraiut to this country. “The Little 
Conscript“ is a study of Jewish life in 
Russia in the reign of Nicholas I, 
when, in response to a Jewish declara- 
tion of fealty and desire to share the 
military service of other Russians, a 
ukase was issued calling for the en- 
listment of a stated number of re- 
cruits, the law authorizing the seizure 
of children from 9 to 18 from every 
Jewish community, if a sufficient num- 
ber of boys of military age were not 
forthcoming. At Grazni, in Lithuania, 
an agreement between a Russian offi- 
cial and a Jewish Mayor brings about 
a kidnraping of children, the rich buy- 
ing off their sons to the financial bene- 
fit of the two conspirators. The less 
fortunate children are carried off into 
“deep” Russia, under the most brutal 
treatment—starvation, cold, flogging 
and knouting, inhumanities of many 
sorts, in the efforts to make them re- 
nounce their religion. In response to a 
petition for warmth when they are 
sleeping in a barn during a bitterly 
cold night, a drunken officer sets fire 
to the barn, and a large proportion of 
the boys perish in the flames. The re- 
mainder are driven out naked from the 
barracks, in the dead of winter, and 
forcibly baptized in a frozen pond 
through holes cut in the ice. The 
most of them give way under this 
treatment and pretend to embrace 
Christinaity. Yoselle Raine's—Yos- 
selle, son of the widow Raine, is one of 
the very small number who remain 
faithful to their religion. 

In course of time, Yosselle is bound 
out to a peasant until he shall be of 
military age: and here he finds ruth- 
dess treatment again at the hands of 
his employer, but pity and kindness 
from his employer's wife and their re- 
puted little daughter, Olga. Olga is 
really the child of a man of noble 
birth, who married beneath him and 
whose wife was never. received by his 
family. After the death of her parents 
she was taken by her mother’s maid to 
bring up. and this woman became the 
wife of the peasant to whom Yosselle 


(or Pavel, according to the Christian 
name he is compelled to adopt) is 
bound. Olga and Pavel love each 


other. After an exhibition of extreme 
brutality. the peasant master experi- 
ences a change of heart, and comes to 
be the friend of hi« hireling: but this 
is not until just before Favel's de- 
parture for the army service.

The theme is, indeed, difficult of such 
treatment as to give any literary satis- 
faction, owing to the mental inferiority 
of the mediums that traffic on human 
credulity and the nauseating common- 
places and vulgarity of the foolish mel- 
odrama in which they deal. But. m 
addition to this, it is not too much to 
say that Mr. Garland has descended to 
the level of his theme in his treatment 
of it—which amounts to melodrama of 
the most yellow-backed variety, with 
all the devices of melodrama, even to 
that sort of description of his heroine 
that appeals to physicial cupidity with 


the directness and crudity to be found 


ordinarily only in books of a distinctly 
low type. And Mr. Garland’s earlier 
books, while frequently reckoning with 
primitive human passons in a manner 
quite free from any idealistic tendency, 
are not upon this plane. For the rest, 
the book deals with all the reguiation 
patter of modern spiritualism and 
“psychology” in the narrower sense 
which the intellect framed on a moder- 
ately sound and virile pattern finds so 
inordinately tiresome and inane. Mr. 
Garland has written some good things, 
a considerable number of very medio- 
cre ones: but he has certainly never 
yet given the public any pen product 
quite so poor as this. The most regret- 
table thing about it is that it will 
probaly sell better than books far its 
superior.

These 
things have always perforce played a 
considerable part in histories of the 
United States, but the newer spirit is 
Strikingly illustrated in the volume on 
English history, in contrast with the 
conventional text-book, and renders the 
book deeply interesting reading instead 
of a mere chonicie of dates. Both 
books are arranged with topics for 
study and collateral reading, wits 
bibliography and index. Both are in- 
tended for high school use, and have 
been prepared with special reference to 
the requirements for college entrance 


examinations. Both are works of the 
highest scholarship.

M. Jules Huret,

There is much in M. Huret's book 
that is amusing to the native—as there 
is sure to be In any book written after a 
first hasty glamce at a new country; 80 
much that is merely incidental to the 
time or the particular section, or is the 
opinion of a particular American, is 
taken by the author as 4 matter of 
general custom and an inevitable result 
of general soelal conditions. The book 
has more the tone of the foreigner sur- 
veying strange scenes than have the 
books of Max ©’ Rell, who was prepared 
for a sympathetic and comprehending 
insight into American ways by a lung 
previous residence in England. This 
bs way of comment not on M. Huret’s 
failure to pay as many compliments as 
Max O’Rell, but on parts of his book 
that show him not well to have grasped 
the meaning of some features of Ameri- 
can life. 

For the rest, M. Huret's book enters 
it.to a far more detailed eritique than 
did his fellow-countryman—at least a 
critique that takes into consideration 
more features of American life. A 
long chapter is devoted to American 
advertising, another to the servant 
qvestion; a chapter to mines and min- 
ing in Colorado; chapters to the Indian 
question; a chapter to our millionaires; 
several chapters to Mormonism, etc. 

M. Huret had a talk which greatly 
astonished him with several Mormon 
women, believers in polygamy; also % 
conversation with President Smith, 
whom he describes as a diplomat in 
appearance, who habitually conceals 
his. personality behind a barrier of dis- 
trust. He relates that, in answer to 
his own remark that plural marriages 
are no longer performed, the chief 
apostle of the church replied: The 
Latter Day Saints may have a num- 
ber of spiritual sisters who have chosen 
them as their husbands-——” and there 
paused.

He was a clever boxer 
and had made the best men in camp 
quit before his gloves.

The Englishman forced the 
fighting, and the boys just cheered 
tehmselves hoarse as the gladiators 
clashed.

OGS AS LIFE-SAVERS. 


In 1899 a field trial of dogs from 
the German Society for Ambulance 
Dogs was made by the Eighth Army 
Corps at Coblentz, in connection with 
the hospital corps exercises. Maj. 
Richardson, a well-known dog owner 
of Carnoustie, Scotland, formerly of 
the Britieh army, gives the following 
deecription of these trlals in the Army 
and Navy Gazette of November 23, 
1901: “At dusk the keepers brought 
out four ambulance dogs. Previously 


resent the wounded, and 500 stretcher- 
bearers set out in the darkness carry- 
ing torches and lanterns. It was an 
interesting piece of most difficult 
work, and numbers of officers, mounted 
and on foot, followed to watch the 
proceedings. The work commenced in 
the Coblentz wood and a more difficult 
task could not have been found for 
the dogs. Two dogs worked on the 
right and two dogs gn the left, an 
notwithstanding the noise and crowds, 
recovered all the casualties in pitch 
darkness without lanterns. Two hun- 
dred more soldiers had alto been placed 
on various parts of the glaciers of 
Coblentz: the stretcher-bearers were 
sent out first this time, and after having 
scoured the ground thoroughly, re- 
ported eighteen men missing. The four 
ambulance dogs and keepers were then 
called for, and in twenty minutes the 
elghteen men were recovered from the 
most impossible hiding-places; these 
men im actual warfare would Have 
been, without a doubt, left to their 
fate. This trial was considered highly 
satisfactory by the staff of the Eighth 
Army Corps, and demonstrated that as, 
owing to the introduction of smoke- 
less powder, all ranks are obliged to 
take cover and casualties will chiefly 
occur in cover where they are most 
difficult for stretcher-bearers to find, 
the dog's scenting powers come as a 
most valuable auxiliary.” The report 
of the director was favorable: but it 
is apparently the intention of the Ger- 
man government to free the army of 
Werk of this nature 
the volunteer ambulance companies. 
Further experiments in this line have 
not, as far as known, been undertaken 
in the German army.—{From “The Use 
of Dogs in War,” by Lieut.

URE FOR IVY POISON. 


This is the season when the per- 
son who takes woods rambles is very 
likely to suffer for days thereafter 
with swollen wrists and itching hands, 
sometimes suffering real agony, from 
ivy poison. Poison oak and ivy are 
much alike the copperhead snakes in 
the hills in that both seem to try hard 
to torture human beings with their 
poison, and will do so if they come too 
close, especially in the spring. A phy- 
siclan once told us that there was 
nothing that would cure ivy poisoning 
quickly, but that doctoring it and let- 
ting it alone took about equal time, so 
he advised washing the parts affected 
quite often, and letting it take its 
course. Now, the cure consists in a 
very simple adherence to two things: 
Preventing the spreading of the pol- 
son, and drying it up quickly. Its 
spread can only be prevented by wash- 
ing frequently with hot water; its cure 
by anointing the affected parts with 
Frinde lia procurable in ane 
drug store, as soon as the skin has 
been dried. Every camp outfit should 
contain a four-ounce bottle of grinde- 
lia. Its cure is very rapid, and it soon 
stops the almost unbearable itching by 
which ivy poison is first noticed. This 
remedy is a very old one, but it is not 
known as well as it should be.—

By return mail word was received 
from Washington to the effect that 
the President has the matter under se- 
rious consideration. What we ask of 
our readers is to back us up in this 
movement by immediately writing per- 
sonal letters to their Senators, Con- 
greesmen, local newspapers and mem- 
bers of Recreation committee, advoca- 
ting the immediate purchase by gov- 
ernment of all the live buffalo in the 
market and the reservation of that 
part of the tract of land near the Sad- 
dle Butte, between the Mission Moun- 
tains on the east and Pend d’Oreille 
River on the west, the Northern Pacific 
Rallroad on the south and the Flat- 
head Lake on the north, now occupied 
by the Allard herd.

ARDENING FOR PLEASURE. 


Mrs. Theodore Thomas, who ts a 
practical believer in the satisfaction of 
raising simple flowers, says in The 
World Today for June: 

The pleasures of gardening are tw>»- 
fold. First comes the pleasure of mak- 
ing green things grow and biossom, 
and afterward the artistic delight : 
using their form and color to decorate 
the landscape. For neither of these 
pleasures is it necessary to own a 
large and picturesque estate. I have 
seen splendid flowers raised in the win- 
dow of some poor old woman with to 
better place to grow in than an old to- 
mato can, and the ordinary city back- 
yard can be transformed by tasteful 
planting from a dumping ground of 
household refuse into a delight to the 
eye. Nor is it needful to have profes- 
sional assistance or much horticu!tural 
knowledge to achieve the best results. 
When I started my garden 1 knew 
nothing at all about the culture of 
flowers, but I learned by experience in 
a few years how to grow the simple 
kinds of plants. There are so many of 
these and they are so,beautiful that It 
is net necessary for amateurs to at- 
tempt to raise those which require Rot 
beds, winter storage, grafting, trans- 
planting, pinching, pruning and all the 
other. special processes which profes- 
sional florists practice. By a little 
thought in the matter of grouping, one 
can make almost any ordinary flower 
effectave in the garden. The common 
fox glove, for instance, which usual'y 
blossoms in a very ugly shade of ma- 
genta, and is Inharmonious in a bed of 
mixed colors, is very decorative plant- 
ed in masses together with the white 
variety among a quantity of green 
shrubbery, and with all the scarlets, 
blues and yellows at a respectful dis- 
tance! It is wonderful what can de 
done in this way with the simplest 
plants, and it adds immeasurably ‘to 
the pleasure of flower growing to take 
some common, despised flower or weed 
and see what one can do with it by set- 
ting it in the best surroundings.

IRING LODGINGS IN LONDON. 
Mr. Howells gives an entértain- 
ing account in Harper’s Magazine for 
June of the experiences Americans have 
in hiring lodgings in London: 

“In every case the lodging-keeper 
was skilled far beyond the lodging-

“The treaty usually took place in the 
disheveled drawing-room, after a round 
of the widely-parted chambers, where 
frowsy beds, covered with frowsy white 
counterpanes, stood on frowsy carpets 
or yet frowsier mattings, and frowsy 
windows looked into frowsy courts. A 
Vulgar modernity coexisted with a 
shabby antiquity in the appointments: 
its damp 
through the smart tastelessness of re- 
cent paper; the floor reeled under the 
combination of pseudo-esthetic rugs.

{COUNTRY CALENDAR.] 
OIL INOCULATION. 


T. R. Robinson, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, 
writes as follows in the Country Cal- 
endar for June, the new outdoor mag- 
azine published by the Review of Re- 
views Book Company: 

“The bacteria of the soll known as 
nitrogen fixers are decidedly of the 
beneficial order. The particular group 
which nature has adapted to infect the 
roots of leguminous plants (peas, 
beans, etc.) promises to become, at no 
distant date, an important factor in 
agriculture. The conception that these 
myriads of protein builders could be 
enlisted in the work of maintaining 
and extending the available sources of 
the world’s food supply is to some not 
so new as to be startling: The re- 
searches of several famous German 
scientists, notably Nobbe and Hiltner, 
showed nearly a decade ago the possi- 
bilities along this line. 

“After trying numerous combina- 
tions, the keynote was struck in the 
omission from the medium of all com- 
bined nitrogen, forcing the bacteria to 
for their very existence, the 
nitrogen in the air about them. A fur- 
ther step was made in finding that 
this medium need not be solidified with 


gelatine, as was previously supposed. 


The production of a pure culture in 
liquid form was of vital importance, as 
influencing the effective power of the 
organisms and the ultimate method of 
distribution. 

“The liquid culture, furthermore, 
renders possible a manner of distribu- 
tion at once simple and effective. 
Using an absorbent, such as cotton, 
the bacteria are taken up, and, after 
the cotton is carefully dried, they re- 
main dormant in much the same way 
as seeds, waiting for the proper condi- 
tions to revive them. When again im- 
mersed in water, even after a year’s 
interval, growth is promptly resumed. 
It thus becomes an easy matter t 
send to any quarter of the world a dry 
culture whose action, under the proper 
conditions, can be predicted with as 
much certainty as that of yeast cul- 
tures or yeast cakes, so commonly 
used as leaven. To hasten the growth 
of the organism, it was found expedi- 
ent to furnish with the cotton starter 
certain nutrient salts, carefully pro- 
portioned to the amount of liquid cul- 
ture to be prepared. With the food 
thus supplied, two days gives a growth 
of bacteria sufficient to change clear 
water to a milky liquid, ready to treat 
seed or soll.“ 3

OLF TRACK VS. DOG TRACK. 


It is well at this time to com- 
pare the track of the dog with that of 
the wolf, especially since the reintro- 
duction of wolf hunting as a popular 
sport in the north of England. I 
have made dozens of drawings, casts. 
prints, photographs and studies of 
wolf and dog tracks, and have not 
found a single reliable feature that 
will distinguish them. One hunter 
says the wolf has the relatively small 
outer toes. Yes, sometimes, but not 
when compared with the collie. An- 
other says that the wolf foot is longer: 
but not when compared with that of a 
greyhound, staghound or lurcher. An- 
other declares that the wolf's foot is 
larger, yet it will not rank in size with 
that of a St. Bernard or a Great Dane. 
The wolf lifts his feet neatly without 
dragging his toes, but so do many 
dogs, especially country dogs. Thus 
all these diagnostics fail. On the 
whole, a wolf is a better walker than a 
dog: his tracks do usually register, but 
not always, and tn some wolves rarely.

HE BATTLESHIP. 
Primarily, the battleship is 


merely a gun platform which can be 
moved about. It would be far cheap- 
er for a country in need of defense 
from a foe coming over sea to mount 
guns around its shores and abstain 


from building battleships. The shore 
guns might be supported by some 
coast-defense ships—small monitors. 


But this is a form of economy in which 
ho nation with ocean-borne commerce 
and distant possessions can indulge. 
Consequently, men-of-war are built 
to go anywhere and do anything. The 
battleship is à mobile gun platform. 
The principal weapons of the Kansas 
comprise four 12-inch guns which can 
discharge, according to the proficienvy 
of the gunners, from one to two pro- 
jectiles of 884 pounds a minute; eight 
of the inch weapons, each firing a 
259-pound shell at the rate of two or 
three a minute: and twelve 7-inch 
pieces, each of which can throw pro- 
jectiles weighing 165 pounds three and 
one-half times in sixty seconds. In 
addition twenty 3$-inch guns discharge 
per minute twelve shells weighing 14 
pounds. In the first five minutes of an 
action at sea the discharge of a single 
broadside would result in about 14,500 
pounds of metal being hurled through 
space. with tremendous force. The 
surprising anomaly is that while these 
guns, the cause of the ship's exist- 
ence, cost less than $1,000,000, the 
mountings and the platform on which 
they are carried and moved from one 
side of the world to the other, if the 
need arises, entail an expenditure of 
not far short of $7,000,000. The guns 
are cheap; it is the platform with its 
machinery and tits 4000 tons of armor 
which is expensive.—[Archibald. S.

By my 
suppression of the usual condition that 
the bank reserve the right to reject 
any part of any subscription, it was 
absolutely precluded from the com- 
mon method of dealing with such an 
emergency.

without practising fraud. If it at noon 
on Thursday the public had sub- 
scribed ten or fifteen millions, then tlie 
insiders must put in bids of $140,000,000 
to $210,000,000, in which event each sub- 
scriber would be allotted one share for 
every two or three subscribed.

SKULLS FOLLOW REVOLUTIONIST 
We had been talking in Dr. Manou, 
vrier’s laboratory at the Paris School 
of Anthropology, the first institution 
of this kind created anywhere in the 
world and at which Dr. Manouvrier 
worked with its founder, the cele- 
brated Dr. Broca, who originated an- 
thropometrical studies. Since Broca's 
death, Manouvrier has been the head 
of this school, which is a department 
of the Ecole de Medicine. The Tihild- 
ing, known as the Dupuytren Museum, 
is historically and architecturally one 
of the most interesting in Paris. Built 
in the fourteenth century as the chapel 
of the Cordelier Monks, an order of 
Franciscans, it became, when the

There 
are today in Central France regions 
where certain operations can be suc- 
cessfully performed without antisep- 
tics, sometimes «without common 
cleanliness, whereas in Paris the same 
operations are generally fatal though 
all antiseptic precautions are taken. 
The reason is that where the air is 
pure and the life healthy, there are 


few microbes, whereas these swarm 


wherever humanity gathers together 
in a small space.” , 


WHOLESALE TREPHINING. 
“But why would such a horrible 
painful operation be attempted?” 
We have no way of knowing that. 
Perhaps the reason was a wound in 
the portion of the skull which the 
trephiner removed, and which might 
have caused cerebral disturbances. 
Nowadays trepahining is resorted to 
when a splinter of bone weighs on 
the brain. Sinee they knew the ope- 
ration in prehistoric times, they may 
have known the reasons also. Never- 
theless we are led to believe that they 
trepanred too much. Today, there is 
perhaps one case of trepanning for a 
million men. Among skulls of the 
neolithic period, found in the Paris re- 
gion, one skull from every twenty-five, 
at à rough calculation, is in some way 
0 | 
“Then there were different forms of 
operations?” 
“Certainly,” answered Dr. Man- 
ouvrier opening another case in his 
laboratory and taking out a skull 
marked with a curious T on the sum- 
mit. “There was a simpler operation 
which was fer more frequent and 
which was the Hrst to attract my at- 
tention. These marks were certainly 
made on the living subject by the 
hand of man. On account of their 
form and their position I named them 
“the sincipital T,“ and I sought sev- 
eral hypothesis to explain them. It 
appeared possible that these marks 
might have been caused by a peculiar 
and weighty form of head-dress, or 
else branding to mark prisoners, or as 
a sign of mourning, or religion. The 
only theory which resisted analysis 
was that of medical treatment, ahd 
careful examination of different skulls 
bearing similar marks with variations 
sufficed to convince me that they were 
caused by incisions or cauterisations 
performed upon children or adults as 
curative or preventive measures. 
“Quite by accident, I at this period 
found several texts left by classical 
surgeons of the Middle Age, who rec- 
ommended that in cases of convul- 
sions, mania, epilepsy, cephalagia, etc., 
incisions and cauterisations should be 
made on the head, i. e., the very ope- 
ration to which I had, on the strength 
‘of my observations, attributed the 
sincipital marks. I was uus able to 
establish the link between prehistoric 
and modern surger;. | 
“This custom still -surv'ves among 
certain primitive races. Di. Bertholon, 
of Tunis, has informed me that the 
Arabs cut or cauterise children in this 
way to prevent certain diseases. :

“With the ancients, it seems prob- 
able that these operations were pe-- 
formed as a remedy against headaches, 
nervous disorders, excess of humidity 
in the brain, etc.” 3 

The teeth of the skulls surrounding 
us seemed bared no longer in sardonic 
smiles but in agonised grimaces as 
the vision of promiscuous and ghastly 
operations for chills and what not was 
evoked with serene professional calm 
by Dr. Manouvrier. 


MAKING THE “SINCIPITAL T.“ 

“So everybody was operated upon 
for everything?” I said faintly. “They 
sawed your skull open lengthwise be- 
fore breakfast by scraping away with 
a bit of stone, and if you did not feel 
better at dinner time, they went at it 
transversely to give you an appetite 
for supper?“ 

“Oh, the sincipital T, which was the 
most frequent operation, was far 
simpler than trepanning. It appears 
to be caused by incisions or cauteriza- 
tons on the periostium, or outer lin- 
ing of the bone from which the skull 
derives its thickness. Where the per- 
jostium is cut, the skull stops thick- 
ening while the development continues 


|} elsewhere, so that the scars appear 


very bad although the bone was not 
ent through. Take this skull in your 
hands.” 

“Oh, thanks! You may keep it.” 

“Well, look at it then. The patient 
Was Operated several times, 80 
that he must have had no trouble in 
resisting the effects. He has the sin- 
ciplt'al T. and furthermore a trepan- 
ning to one side of it, and a cauteriza- 
tion a little farther away. 

“Then these prehistoric surgeons 
were equipped with instruments for 
burning as well as euttmg? 

“Certainly. For cauterizing they 
may have used sharp pointed instru- 
ments heated red hot, as we use to- 
day. Sometimes they would appear to 
have used, for broad cauterizations, 
wads of burning wool. For their cut- 
ting, they had instruments of silex or 
flint and quartz so delicate and so 
perfect that a modern surgeon might 
use them for the daintiegt operations. 
The object of these instruments has 


iong puzzled scientists, and can only 


be explained by surgery.“ 

“And are these operated skulls found 
in all parts of the world?” I interro- 
gated. 

“They may exist elsewhere, but un- 


til now I bave been able to find the 


marks only on skulls coming from a 
very limited region comprised between 
the Seine and the Oise rivers and a 
distance some thirty miles north of 
Paris. Skulls are more abundant in 
other sections of France, but they do 
not present these signs.” 

“Then prehistoric surgery originated 
in Paris, or did the wealthy residents 
send for famous surgeons to come to 
them?“ 

“Surgeons may have travelled a 
good deal.“ said Dr. Manouvrier, and 
it is even possible that some may 
have come from the Orient to North- 


ern Gaul in the neolithic period. But 
what could have been given to them in 
form of remuneration, or what ex- 
changes could have been made? And 
how is it that they stopped to operate 
no one on the way? These questions 
render impossible the hypothesis of 
importea surgery and confirm the be- 
lief that surgery must have been a 
native art in the Paris region where 
operations were performed many hun- 
dreds of years before the alleged au- 
thors of surgery were born.“

We are 
some distance out of Boston, yet, 
otherwise I would have said, “for 
which a wheel is made.” Ten years 
ago a distinguished engineer stated 
that steam locomotives had reached 
the limit of their speed. That settled 
it. That is, it settled it about as 
nearly as the dogmas of science set- 
tle anything. The steam engine men 
went on building speedier locomotives 
because they had not heard what the 
distinguished engineer said, because of 
the usual racket in a machine shop. 
And then, you may have observed that 
of late years, when a distinguished ex- 
pert dogmatizes, he speaks in a whis- 
per, with his voice still further muffled 
in his Panama. These are ungrateful 
days for prophets of the Limit. If a 
man prophesies along optimistic lines, 
if he prophesies good and great and 
yet better and grander things, for him 
the brass band under the window and 
the shrill-voiced multitude making the 
air vibrate with that cry so welcome 
to the American ear— 8 h! 
Speech!“ But the prophet of the dis- 
mal—-the What's-the-use? wailer— 
the predicter of failure—for him the 
nasal cat-call from the galleries—for 
him the faded radish and the strenu- 
ous egg whose natural force is not 
abated by the passing days. No soon- 
er have those great rivals on wheels, 
the Pennsylvania and the New Vork 
Central demonstrated what an easy 
thing it is to run trains about a thou- 
sand miles in eighteen hours, than 
they begin to say it can be done quite 
as easily in fourteen. Dear me! And 
I used to think that I “railroaded,” 
just because I drew my salary in a 
mail car. Before the days of postal 
cars. When the mail car was one end 
—the darkest, and meanest and cheap- 
est end—of the express car. When the 
rails were laid in humps and bends. 
And the ends were two inches apart 
to allow for contraction and expan- 
sion.

The 
man said 1 should have waited for 
him to move. I said I didn't know 
enough about chess to write a little 
bit of a treatise on it, but that I 
had been a soldier, and my recollec- 
tion of tough fighting and glorious 
victories was that my general always 
moved first and fastest, and never per- 
mitted the enemy to make but one 
move, and that was toward the rear 
and off the board. There is a consid- 
erable difference between chess and 
war. The same difference there is be- 
tween any game and any kind of work. 
I know, it has frequently been said 
that Wellington said the battle of 
Waterloo was won by the schoolboys 
of Eton and Rugby on the football 
fields. But I doubt that Eton and 
Rugby furnished the rank and file— 
the fighting units of the English 
squares at Waterloo. And I know 
that Blucher never played football at 
Rugby and I doubt if he ever played 
it anywhere. After all, playing isn’t 
anything but playing. Grant never 
mede a record at first base, and Rob- 
ert E. Lee was never captain of his 
college eleven. Pop Anson’s fame may 
be as enduring as Dewey’s, but it is 
along different lines.

OWNS SALT ISLAND. 

J. C. Bothin, a well-known salt ope- 
rator, is at the Iturbide. He is the 
owner of Carmen Island in the Gulf 
of California about one hundred miles 
south of Guaymas and nine miles from 
Loreto, in the Territory of Lower Call- 
| fornia. The island is about twenty- 
five miles iong by ten miles wide and 
the salt deposits have no rival on the 
Pacific Coast, or anything approaching 
rivalry except the Parrago deposits off 
the coast of Chipeas. The Carmen de- 
posits have an area of four square 
miles and experts declare them to con- 
tain the finest grade of salt in the 
world. They are practically inexhaus- 
tible as they are renewed by a natural 
process from the gulf waters. Bothin 
has coustructed his own railroad from 
the salt beds to the wharves, and is 
making shipments from the island to 
the ports on the West Coast of Mexico, 
and particularly to Salina Cruz and 
Acapuico, and will forward to Manzan- 
illo when the Central finishes the rail 
connections. The facilities at Carmen 
Island are such that 450 tons of salt 
a day can be loaded on the vessels.

A GREAT RATTLER HUNT. 


Man Bitten by Deadly Reptile Coolly 
Cuts Off a Strip of 
Flesh. 


{New York World:] Nineteen rattie- 
anakes were caught at the annual 
hunt of the Schaghticook Rattlesnake 
Club today. Thirty of the townspeopie. 
and members of the club from New 
York and Bridgeport took part in the 
hunt through the mountains back of 
the Indian reservation. Only one man 
was bitten by a rattler. His escape 
from death was extraordinary. 

At noon the club thered at the 
house of Dr. John onroe, at South 
Kent, and went the 
in carriages. At t house o 
Coggswell, an Indian of the 2 
cook tribe, the carriages were left, and 
‘heavy boots to guard against sudden 
attacks of the snakes were donned. 
Then everyone, armed with a long sap- 
ling pole with a fork at the end, took 
up the trail over the mountain, Cura- 
tor Shang Wheeler of Bridgeport act- 
i as a scout. : 

e mountain here is very steep and 
wild. The climb was up the crag- 
strewn face, through bushes and tan- 

les of underbrush, at an angle of 45 
— Half a mile from the base of the 
mountain a halt was called and the 
line of battle formed. The famous 
Rattlesnake Den was 400 yards further 
up. This consists of an acre of bow!- 
ders and broken rock from the size 
of a man’s head to a barn, lying scat- 
tered across the face of the mountain, 
just as they fell from the crags above. 

Munroe, who led the hunt, and 
George Coggswell, his lieutenant, cau- 
tioned the hunters. 

"You'll find em under the shelving 
rocks, lying in the sun on top of the 
stones, and cuddling down on the 
leaves.

SCHOOL FOR 
RAILROAD MEN. 


Unique Institution Started at 
| Elmira, N. T. 
The Primary Object is to Sup- 
ply Station Agents. 


But Its Usefulness Extends to 
Other Railway Work. 


(SPECIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 
ELMIRA (N. v.) June 21.—Unique 
among schools giving instruction in 
special work is the Railway Commer- 
cial Training School recently estab- 
lished at this charming and bustling 
city on the main line of the Erie Rail- 
road. 
Its primary object is the training of 
young men for positions as railway 
The ultimate outcome 
of the training that may be obtained 
there rests with the student himself. 
There is no limit to it this side of a 
seat in the president's chair, as the 
executive head of a great railway 
corporation. Practically all of the di- 
recting heads of the railroads of this 
country today have worked themselves 
up to their present positions from 
some such subordinate positions as 
station agents, trainmen or chainmen 
on the civil engineering corps. 

Up to the time of the establishment 
of this school there was no place in 
existence where the rudimentary, tech- 
nical and theoretical knowledge neces- 
sary could be obtained by young men 


desiring to enter into the business of. 


practical railroad operation. As the 
demand for young men possessing 
this knowledge is practically constant, 
the scheme is one that has met with 
the instant approval and codperation 
of railway managers, several of whom 
have agreed to give employment to the 
students of the school as soon as they 
have completed their course and re- 
ceived their diplomas. As the supply 
of competent station agents is never 
equal to the demand this school seems 
to offer an exceptional opportunity to 
young men between 18 and 25 years of 
age, to step into positions that pay 
the occupants from $40 to $125 per 
month, according to the size and im- 
portance of the stations at which they 
are located. 

Heretofore station agents have gen- 
erally come from messenger boys and 
helpers who, like Topsy, have just 
growed” into their positions by acci- 
dent rather than through the process 
of selection. And likely as not they 
have “growed” up wrong, either be- 
cause their individual instructor had 
taken no special interest in the boy 
he was supposed to be training, or be- 
cause the station agent himself was 
but imperfectly trained in those nice- 
ties of his duties that help to make 
the perfect railroad man, and therefore 
unable to impart his laboriously ac- 
quired knowledge as it should have 
have been done. 

It was with the idea of remedying 
these conditions, which railway man- 
agers have so long deplored, that the 
Railway Commercial Training School 
was established. It is the outcome of 
the ideas of one of the most prominent 
railway officials in the United States, 
under whose suggestions the whole 
plan of instruction was nets Being 
wholly new in conception, special text- 


books had to be compiled and pub- 
lished for the use of the students. This 
was done by two gentlemen who have 
been connected with the practical 
management of one of the great trunk 
line roads for years, and who were 
thoroughly familar with the duties of 
the positions for which students are to 
be trained. All the papers and re- 


ports, such as bills of lading, freight, . 


bills, agents’ reports, tariff sheets, 
freight classitication sheets, and the 
scores of other forms required in the 
actual business of transportation were 


also prepared for the~use of the stu- 
dents. Then a schoolroom which was, 
in effect, a railway station in daily’ 


operation, was fitted up, and there the 
students receive instruction in the 
multifarious duties of a station agent, 
under the immediate direction of Mr. 
W. G. Moore, a gentleman who has 
had many years of experience in rail- 
roading, and who combines with his 
practical knowledge peculiar aptitude 


for imparting his knowledge to others. 


The scheme of instruction is divided 
into four general divisions. 
and only theoretical one has to do with 
the organization and management of 
a railroad system. Here the student 
learns about capital stock, bonds of 
various kinds, the work of organiza- 
tion and construction as actually pur- 
sued by a railroad corporation. This 
is supplemented by instruction as to the 
duties of the various railway officials 
from the president down to that of the 
humblest employé, and finally of the 
relations of a railway corporation to 


the public. This knowledge is im- 


parted in a course of lectures supple- 
mented by classroom exercises that 
go into the ethics of the whole busi- 


ness. 

To the practical side of the business 
the other three departments are de- 
voted. They have to do respectively 
with the duties of the freight agent, 
the passenger agent, the telegraph 
operator and train dispatcher. They 
present the busy side of the student's 
life at school. As a freight agent he 
must receive, classify, bill, make rates 
for, assign to cars, and see to the pro- 
per routing of imaginery freight sent 
him for shipment. Here he learns the 


‘intricacies of foreign, local, through, 
express and special freight shipments, | 


and is taught how to get the freight 
away from his station with speed and 
accuracy, and how to get cars in which 
to make his shipments. The duties of 
a receiving agent mastered, he is then 


taught those of a distributing agent. 
and how, as such, to deliver the goods, | 


look out for claims or loss or damage, 
verify computations, correct way bills, 
allot payments to the different roads 
that have acted as carriers of his par- 
ticular carload or train-load of freight, 
and perform all the other duties that 
are required of his position, including 
the making of all necessary reports 
and papers. It is all a marvel of de- 
tall, and yet the students take to it 
kindly and with actual enthusiasm, as 
there are enough new problems con- 
stantly arising to keep them ever in- 


terested and entertained while ther 


are learning, for there is a true fas- 
cination in the working out of the puz- 
zles that the course of instruction con- 
stantly sets before them for solution. 

Duties of the ticket agent offer fewer 
problems, for these are mainly a mat- 
ter of hook-keeping and checking their 
ticket racks. The students are made 
familiar with the different forms of 
tickets, reports to the General Passen- 
ger Agents and methods of forwarding 
receipts of money, keeping accounts 
and all other details of the office.. For 
this purpose regular forms of tickets 
and the regular blanks in use in ail 
ticket offices are provided for the in- 
struction of the students, and practical 
work is furnished by routing imagin- 
ary passengers, themselves students in 
the school, over different railroad and 
steamship lines, both here and abroad. 
Details of the handling and disposing 
of baggage come within the scope of

instruction in this department of the 
school, the most minute details of 
which are gone into. 

A department which proves of par- 
ticular interest to the students is the 
telegraph department, which is in 
charge of Mr. E. E. Tingley, am expert 
telegrapher and electrician, whe has 
had thirty years experience om one of 
the chief trunk lines of the country as 
operator, train dispatcher and chief 
dispatcher. This department is com- 
pletely equipped with all the necessary 
fixtures and appliances of the most 
approved designs. Through the eour- 
tesy of the Erie Railroad, @ railway 
wire has been run throug the school. 
Here not only the actual work of tele- 
graphy is taught, but the care of in- 
struments, batteries and the 
details of the work as well. Individ- 
ual drill with the instruments is given 
the student daily in addition to his 
class work. Standard bleck signal 
rules, train order forms and ali the 
other work that devolves on the sta- 
tion operator is carefully and thor- 
oughly taught personally by Mr. Ting 
ley, who has the happy faculty of being

DAIRYING IN CALIFORNIA. 
HAT California will in time become the greatest 
dairying region in the world may be predicted with 
assurance. For natural advantages conducing to 
the success of this particular industry no other land 
can compare. Denmark, Holland, Norway, Sweden, 
Northern France and Switzerland are the leading dairy-. 
ing countries in Europe. But these countries have only 
restricted pasturages, and they have to contend with 
prolonged and severe winters, when the housing of stock 


by the use of modern machinery, and in most cases by 
scientific marketing on the codperative plan that the 
Scandinavians, Dutch, Normans and Swiss have been 
enabled to capture the dairy markets of the Old World. 
Their most formidable competitors are now Australia 
and New Zealand, lands well favored by climate and en- 


Europe, so that the winter dearth of supplies in the 
North becomes the summer abundance of the antipodes. 
But this colonial butter end cheese can reach its cus- 
tomers only after a long sea voyage in steamers spe- 
Kally equipped with refrigerating plant. Now, let us 
contrast all.those restrictions with the supremely favor- 


Here we have a land of eternal sunshine, where dairy 


young stoek can grow continuously with none of the 
periodical setbacks inevitable in less genial climes. 
We have abundent pasturage from January to Decem- 
ber—natural pasturage over great areas, the still more 
lush pasturage produced by irrigation where the latter 
is required. We could put all the dairy farms of North- 
ern Europe within our California boundary line, and yet 


We have no far-away markets to seek, but cater for 
our own great and growing population of the United 
States, ever clamoring for more and more dairy sup- 
plies and prepared to pay the top prices of the world. 


When eastern and northern States are snowbound or 
blizzard-swept, our cattle of California are browsing on 
the sun-kissed fields, or standing shoulder high amidst 
the Kaffir corn or sorghum of irrigated farms like those 
of the Imperial Valley. In winter time none of our 
great cities on the Atlantic side can get sufficient butter 
for their requirements. On the Pacifico side we know 
no winter, and here is therefore the natural region from 
which to meet this demand. 

At this stage of our development California has 
actually to import deiry products to meet local require- 
ments. The dairy industry of the State now yields 
$20,000,000 a year, but our home consumption exceeds 
this by a full $5,000,000. Thus, although we have the 
ideal dairying territory, we are still buyers of the 
butter and the cheese raised in other States. But there 


need be no discouragement in this fact, although the 
figures should stimulate us to quickened exertions, not 


merely that the home wants may be fully supplied, but 
that the enormous demand outside our own State may 


be responded to and its rich profits secured. Rome was 


not built in a day, nor can a great industry be estab- 
lished in a decade. California producers have been 
directing their energies mainly along other lines, and 
only now are the possibilities of dairying coming to be 
thoroughly understood. Furthermore, we are merely 
at the beginning of irrigating lands for stock-feeding 
purposes. But it is precisely in these closely-set*ted re- 
gions of intense cultivation that the dairy industry will 
take the firmest hold. Factory-made butter, in bulk and 
of uniform grade, is the only butter for the great whole- 
sale market, and amidst trrization communities the co- 
operative creamery will have its natural home. It is 
this principle of each neigtborhood manufacturing ita 
butter in bulk on the codperative man that has built 
up, in less than twenty years, the enormous dairying 
industries of Australia. California must fall into line. 
In the one colony of Victoria, Australia, there are 
now something like two chousand coéperative cream- 
eriés at work, so that no farmer is far away from an 
establishment where his daily product of cream may 


de delivered, and cash or credit for the same secured. 


Our dairying industry must be built up on similar lines, 
and then we shall see from November to March every 


year trainloads of refrigerated California butter moving 
east just as trainloads of oranges now roll across the 
continent. 


PROSPERITY TO CONTINUE, 

ESPITE the expressions of apprehension that 
7 have been made, either with or without a purpose, 

from time to time during the past few years, there 


is every reason to look forward to the continuation of 


the material prosperity which the United States has 


deen and is enjoying. The talk about “periods” and 


“eycles” in financial conditions is simply evidence of 
the superstition that pervades the minds of men of all 


classes to a greater or less degree. The strides of pros- 
_ perity are not measured by years. A thousand and one 
elements enter into the conditions which bring about 


prosperity or adversity, but the mere element of time 
is not one of them. As well might it be argued that 
wars, or famines, or periods of pestilence come in cycles 
or at equal intervals. Prosperity and adversity alike 
are effects which always follow causes. The conditions 
of today are the causes which bring about the effects of 
tomorrow, so that an exhaustive comprehension of pres- 
ent conditions is a justifiable basis for a prediction of 
what the future will be. 3 

A recent report from Chicago stated that a total of 
$140,311,500 would be put into circulation on July 1 
by the corporations of the United States in the form of 
interest and dividend payments for past quarterly and 
semi-annual periods. Of this large amount, over $60,- 
000,000 represents dividends on railroad, industria] and 
miscellaneous securities. This is more than $2,000,000 
in excess of the total from the same source one year 
ago. It was further stated that interest payments by 
corporations and the government combined would 
amount to $79,535,000 against a total last year of 
$76,256,000. 

Henry Clews of New York, in his review of the finan- 
cial situation, under date of June 24, notes that the 
larger market interests have given evidence of quiet 
but persistent buying in anticipation of the substantial 
investment demand to follow the first of July disburse- 
ments and have received additional incentive in this 
direction as a result of the improved conditions reported 
from the agricultural sections of the country. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Clews says: ee 

“A large—almost a bumper—winter wheat harvest 
now practically assured, and it would take an improb- 


able combination of untoward developments in the 


spring wheat section to eliminate the wheat situation 
as a whole from the list of favorable stock market 
influences, in which, at the present time, it holds a 
commending position. But it is the improvement in 
the great surplus crops—corn and cotton—that has 
been the most encouraging feature. In both of these 
there has been the usual indication of how rapidly a 
short period of ideal growing weather will counteract 
the disadvantages incident to a late and otherwise 
unfavorable start. An additional factor is the highly 
remunerative prices of which the farmer is already 
assured for his products, the September and December 
deliveries of wheat now selling, notwithstanding the 
favorable crop outlook, about 5 cents per bushel higher

Such planta- 
tions often run into the thousands of acres, and it re- 
quires several thousand acres to support one good-sized 
sugar mill. It is different with tobacco, vegetables, fruit 
and coffee. Those crop can be raised on small farms. 
That is also the case with cattle, although stock farming 
is more profitably conducted on large ranches. 

“This country is one of the best cattle countries of 
the world,” continued the Consul-General. “We have 
land here which raises grass from twelve to ‘fifteen feet 
high, upon which the cattle will keep fat the year round. 
They need no grain whatever, and there is no expense 
for barns or stables. Our cattle were ali killed off dur- 
ing the war, but prior to that time there were as many as 
3,000,000 head on the island. Since the war closed we 


have been getting our meat on the hoof from Texas.

“What should Americans do to increase their business

One of our leading agricultural im- 
plement manufacturers asked me the other day about 
selling goods in Cuba. In reply I asked him if he had a 
man in his works who was worth $15,000 a year to him. 
He replied that some of the higher officials of the com- 
pany received that much. “I don't mean one of your 
fancy officials,” said I. “I mean one of your mechanical 
engineers, a man who knows all about machinery and 
can invent modifications of machinery for certain ends. 
If you have such a man worth $15,000 a year, and can 
send him here, he will earn you more money in one trip 
than any $15,000 you have ever spent. Your man should 
not do a stroke of work, but go over the island and 
live on the plantations and see how the work is done 
and what machinery is needed. Such a man will plan

The Matter of Credits. 


The European nations give time here on every bill 
sold. On some things they give three, six and nine 
months, and in certain branches of business eighteen 
months. There is no reason why Americans should not 
trade with Cuban merchants on the same basis that they 
trade with home merchants. The commercial houses 
here are old and well established. Their financial stand- 
ing can be easily ascertained, and many of them are 
perfectly good. If the United States would have the 
bulk of the business here it must give as good terms as 
American Goode in Cuba. 

I find American goods for sale almost everywhere in 

\vana. They are handled by Cubans, Spaniards and 

mericans and are imported both direct from the United 

lates and through commission houses. There are alto- 
er about twenty-five American mercantile firms and 
also agencies of many large American houses. The Ar- 
rs, Swifts and Cudahys have meat establishments 
selling lard, hams and canned stuffs. There are several 
American drug stores, an American news stand, a whisky 
dealer or 80, and a large number of real estate firms. 

One of the biggest American establishments is that of 
the Harris Brothers, on O’Reilly street, not far from the 
Prado. This firm sells all sorts of American office fur- 
niture and supplies, stationery and notions. It has a big 
acetyline gas business, having put in hundreds of acety- 
line light plants at sugar mills, small towns and houses 
throughout the island, which it supplies with carbide. 
The Harris boys came here from Florida just about the 
time the war ciosed with less than $5000 and opened a 
store for typewriters, bicycles and office supplies. They 
did about $100,000 worth of business the first year, and 
since then have steadily increased, until now they have 
not only this retail establishment in Havane, but also a 
considerable wholesale trade throughout the island. 
They tell me there are plenty of chances here for sober 
and industrious Americans with honesty and a fair 
amount of brains. They have trouble in finding good 
men for their own work, and say that this is the case 
with others. 


American Newspapers and Magazines. 


I find that all the leading American newspapers and 
magazines are sold in Cuba. You may buy them in 
Havana in the various passageways upon which the 
stores open, and there is a large news stand just above 
the national theater which belongs to a German-Amer- 
ican who has a general news business in other cities as 
well. This man tells me that he sells 12,000 American 
magazines and 60,000 American newspapers every month. 
He charges good prices. All American papers cost from 
7 to 10 cents apiece. The 10-cent magazines cost about 
15 cents, and other things in proportion. The only 
books sold are paper novels, although one may occasion- 
ally buy English bound books in the Spanish book stores. 


American Goods by Mail. : 


I find that many of our American houses are sending 
goods here by mall. This is so with the big Chicago 
mail-order houses and also the leading merchants of 
other cities. Lord & Taylor, John Wanamaker, Arnold 
& Constable and other New Yorkers are doing such a 
retail business with Cuba, and a number of such houses 
have open accounts with people throughout Cuba. Many 
Cubans come to the United States and there arrange to 
have goods sent to them. Some big firms send men here 
to drum up such accounts, and altogether a great deal 
of business is done which does not show in our trade re- 
ports. 


A commercial traveler representing one of the largest 
department stores of the United States, for instance, tells 
me that he is selling many fine editions of the English 
and American novelists and sets of costly dictionaries. 
He has sold within the past three months $60,000 worth 
of a ten-volume dictionary; the finest bindings are in 
chief demand, and the sets average $125 apiece. This 
man says he takes many orders for dresses from Cuban 
women, our shirt-waist suits being especially popular. 
He is selling American shoes, hardware and furniture, | 
and, indeed, almost everything that is handled in an 
American department store. He finds the Cubans. 
friendly to Americans. They buy largely and are easy 
to sell to.

Our National Airs. 


HISTORY OF THE PaTRIOTIC SONGS 


CALLED AMERICAN. 

By a Special Contributor. 
T is a little strange that the four tunes which have 
become American national airs are not American airs 
at all They are only ours by adoption, but association 
and union with words by native authors have endeared 
them to us and made them as distinctive as if we pos- 

sessed a more legitimate claim upon them. 

“Yankee Doodle,” the national eir, par excellence, be- 
came officially such in 1814, when the peace treaty be- 
tween England and America was signed at Ghent. 

In honor of the two nations the citizens arranged a 
musical entertainment at which national airs were to be 
a feature, and the question arose among the American 
envoys as to whether “Hail Columbia or “Yankee Doo- 
dle” should represent them. The choice fell upon the 
latter, but when the band master, wishing to write the 
score, asked that one of the gentlemen would whistle the 
tune, no one was equal to the task. Mr. Clay, however, 
had with him a negro servant possessing the musical 
talent common to the race, and John was summoned to 
extricate them from their difficulty. As he whistled, 
the band master jotted down the tune and arranged the 
harmony, and a few days afterward “Yankee Doodle“ 
made its début as the national air of the United States. 

The origin of the tune—one of the oldest in existence 


—baffies the most diligent inquiry, and down the vista 


of the past, far as the mental eye can reach, it is seen, 
now in one form and then in another. One writer as- 
serts that it is a native of Ireland, where it was used as 
a temple chorus or altar dance. “Doodhal is the Irish 
for temple, and Yankee Doodle merely a corruption of 
Kange Doodhal, the term for that kind of religious cere- 
monial.” Kossuth, the Hungarian patriot, assigns it to 
his own country; and in a letter from Madrid, in 1858, 
the American Secretary of Legation says that it is a Bis- 
cayan sword dance, originating in the music of the free 
Pyrenees. Anon, with the self-propagating quality of 


popularity, it springs up in France, Italy, Germany and 


Spain, or we find it in Holland as a harvest song. There 
a laborer’s wages were the tenth of the grain which he 
cut down with as much buttermilk as he could drink, 
and to the rhythmic accompaniment of the sickle; the 
reaper sang: 
ae “Yanker, dudel, doodle down, 

Diddle dudel lanther,

The term Yankee, or Nankee, appeared in England 
during Cromwell’s time, when the cavaliers applied it in 
derision to the Roundheads. It has been said that Crom- 
well himself was the original Nankee Doodle, who rode 
to Oxford upon a Kentish mare, the feather in his cap 
being arrogantly called “macaroni,” a term signifying 
chic. Thus: : 
. “He stuck a feather in his hat, 

Upon a Kentish pony; 

He stuck a feather in his hat, 

And called it ‘macaroni.’ ”’ 

The tune was first heard in America in 1755, when Gen. 
Braddock assembled the colonists near Albany. to attack 
the French and Indians entrenched in Forts Niagara and 
Frontenac.

The tune to Hail Columbia was composed in 1798, im- 
mediately before Washington’s inauguration, by a Ger- 
man named Fayles, the leader of the orchestra at old 
John-street Theater, in New York. It was introduced to 
the public on the occasion of Washington's first visit to 
that place of amusement, and was called in his honor 
After being played 
at his inauguration, however, it was called President's 
March,” and under this title had a run for several years. 
In 1798, when Joseph Hopkinson, a distinguished Phila- 
delphia lawyer and son of a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, added the patriotic verses to it which con- 
verted it into a song, its popularity received fresh impe- 
tus. 


The words, like those of “Dixie,” were written to 


order, but, unlike Mr. Emmett, the author had a definite 
patriotic end in view. Our political connection with 
Great Britain bad been severed more than twenty years

Swamps as Well as Hill-sides. 


The wet lands are cultivated as successfully as the 
dry in Italy. If the land can be drained at any paine 
and expense it is done, and where the water cannot be 
taken away wholly or even in part, use is made of the 
wettest places. Willows will grow where little else will, 
and willows are a regularly cultivated crop. They are 
used to make baskets, of which a great many are used in 
Italy. On lands too wet even for willows a big rush is 
cultivated, the outside of which is woven into braids to 
cover the Chianti wine bottles which are never seen 
without this covering. The willows and similar trees 
are pruned every year or so to get material for basket- 
making. The trunk stands ten to fifteen feet high and 


of a giant grapevine. The rushes being gathered from 
the swamps are peeled, and in sunny spots in the winter 
you may see the women and children sitting plaiting 
these rushes, bleached white as cotton, into braids to 
wrap the wine bottles. The people are as economical of — 
their time as they are of their land. This is more true 
in the country than in the cities, and more true of the 
women than of the men. Women and girls often herd 
the sheep, and as they walk about the fleld watching the 
flocks they carry a distaff and spin wool into yarn in 
truly primitive fashion. : 

The Valley of the Po offers some difficulties in the way 
of farming. Below Lake Garda and past Pavia to the 
Adriatic Sea the bed of the river is higher than the land

It is a very damp re- 
gion, and notorious for the malaria it breeds in the hot ; 
summer weather. Here is where the Italians hope to 
grow much tobacco and thus stop buying from America. 
It is now mostly used for grain-growing and grazing. 
But much of it is devoted to grapes and other fruits. oe 
This is in some of its features typically Italian. Most of 
the land seems to be held in large parcels. The owners 
do not live on it. Indeed in the summer it is almost as 
unhealthy as the rice swamps of South Carolina or the 


good rice is grown. But large as the holdings are, most 
of the work is done by hand. Going from end to end of 
this great plain I scarcely saw a plow in use, although 
here is the home of the giant oxen of Italy. These fine 
eattle were seen hauling wine and other products to 
Rome, but the work in the fields, and there was plenty of 
it going on, was being done by hand. Not only this, but 
more than one-half of those at work were women. 
Bands of these, a score to half a hundred in one com- 
pany, were hard at work with heavy hoes tilling the wet | j 
damp heavy soil. They were also busy in the vine- ' 
yards, trimming the vines or putting up the stakes to 
support them. From long before sunrise until long after 
sunset in the bleak cold days of winter these women 
toll on unceasingly. In all cases where there were more 
than one or two at work there was a man who stood with 
his hands in his pockets just in front of the women, 
moving back as they came on. He was the “boss.” 


The wages of these women is 10 cents a day. They. 
were comfortably dressed in very coarse garments, and 
shod with horribly heavy shoes. 

Their houses are mere huts of one room, and that none 
too large. But, strange to say, they were a robuet and 
wholesome looking lot of women, not intelligent or at- 
tractive. How could they be either? But full of health 
and vigor. Nor were they to all appearances unhappy. 
As we stood to watch them at their toll they shouted 
some good-natured greeting at us, or cracked a joke at 
our expense. That was their work in the world. They 
had found it, were doing it cheerfully, and were happy 
at it. Well, that is what Tom Carlyle said of work: 
“Blessed is the man who has found his work and is doing 
it.” I wonder who first got the idea that work is a curse 
put on mankind as a punishment. 


The Use of Waste Lands. 


If the surface of the whole earth were cultivated as 
carefully as is most of Italy, it would be a long time be- 
fore the theory of Malthus touching overpopulation 
would become a fact. By utilizing soils now thought 
worthless in the United States, by reclaiming our wet 
lands and by means of elaborate systems of irrigation, 
our territory would support a population so large that a 
thousand years would have little effect on our food sup- 
ply.

THE TRUE DATE is THE SECOND, 
Nor THE FOURTH.

é6 HE real Independence day is the 2nd of July,” 
will say the government's official “Story of the 
Declaration of Indepepdence,” a handsome public 

document fresh from the pen of Mr. William H. Michael, 

chief clerk and historian of the Department of State. 

Today, then, and not day after tomorrow, the nation’s 
firecrackers should explode with loud report; its sky- 
rockets should go hissing and soaring into the summer 
heavens—were it not the holy Sabbath, at least! Since 
we bent over cur childhood histories we have always 
had an idea that our fathers severed the ties with Great 
Britain on the Fourth of July, 1776, and we have had 
the word of no less an authority than Thomas Jefferson, 
the author of that hallowed instrument, that the Decla- 
ration was signed on that date, on whose anniversary the 
great father of democracy died. But Mr. Michael says 
no, and for years he has toiled for his country beneath 
the same roof which shelters the sacred document; has 
had the nation’s archives at his fingers’ ends. 

“The independence of the United States was declared 
by resolution on the 2nd of July, and the adoption of the 
form of Declaration on the 4th of July was a secondary 
matter,” says Mr. Michael. “It is a little strange that 
more importance was not attached to the 2nd of July in 
connection with the Declaration of Independence. The 


resolution introduced by Richard Henry Lee, which de- 


clared our independence, was passed on that day (July 2, 
1776.) This was really the vital point—the crucial junc- 
ture, 

The real act of independence, which Mr. Michael has 


_ Saw some of his most cherished paragraphs and gen- 
tences eliminated from the document.“ 


| After very heated discussions of this form of announc- 
ing Congress’s real stroke of independence, on July 2— 
discussions which kept Independence Hall, Philadelphia, 
in a whirl of excitement throughout the next two days— 
this form of announcement, the “Declaration of Inde- 
pendence,” was adopted on the night of July 4. At the 
close of that evening's session Charles Thomson, Sec- 
retary of the Continental Congress, went to the shop of 
John Dunlap, the official] printer, and had the corrected 
draft set up. Coples of this first “broadcast print“ were 
sent to the assemblies, conventions and councils of 
safety throughout the colonies and to the commanding 
officers of the continental troops. It is probable that it 
was one of these printed copies, bearing the names of 
Hancock and Thomson only, that George Washington or- 
| dered proclaimed at the head of the continental regt- 
ments. 


But the “original Declaration,” which all pilgrims to 
Washington formerly gazed upon in awe and reverence, 


that long but unjustly hallowed July 4. On July 19 Con- 
gress ordered that the Declaration be “fairly engrossed 
on parchment,” and that “the same, when engrossed, be 


within the next two weeks the beautiful pen work which 
‘thousands of Americans have since marveled at and ad- 
mired was executed upon the great strip of sheepskin 
now locked away in the Department of State, Washing- 
ton. 

On August 2, 1776, just a month efter the real stroke 
of independence, this great sheepskin was unrolled in 
the presence of the Continental Congress, in Indepen- 
dence Hall. With the wording of the corrected draft it

On August 2 the Declaration, as 
engrossed under the order of Congress, was signed by 
all of the members of Congress present.” 


What really did happen on July 4 of that year of years 
was the final adoption of a draft of the “form of an- 
nouncing the fact to the world” that independence had 
been decreed two days before Jefferson had written this 
draft in his Philadelphia apartments, consisting of a 
ready-furnished parlor and bedroom in the new brick 
house of Hyman Gratz, at the southwest corner of Sev- 
enth and Market streets, “on the outskirts of the city.” 
The Penn National Bank, now occupying the site of this 
dwelling, is in the very business heart of Philadelphia. 


Jefferson’s disgust at the changes made in his draft 
is described by Mr. Michael. The Continental Congress 


struck out the language charging the King with inciting 
'“treasonable insurrections with our fellow-citizens,” ty 


promising them confiscated property; with carrying on 
the slave trade and refusing to allow American legisla- 
tures to suppress it. While these and many other 
clauses were being stricken out of his draft. “Jefferson 
sat in his seat without raising his voice in defense of his 
con work, notwithstanding he writhed in agony as he 


of these fathers of the republic sizmed on that day. Six 
ot the revered “signers” did not affix their signatures 
until later dates. George Wythe of Virginia signed 
about August 27. Richard Henry Lee, Virginia; Elbridge 
Gerry, Massachusetts, and Oliver Wolcott, Connecticut, 
did not affix their signatures until some time in Septem- 
ber. Matthey Thornton of New Hampshire did not add 
his name until November, and Thomas McKean of Dela- 
ware probably did not affix his, the final signature, until 
| five years later, or 1781. Matthew Thornton; by the way, 
was not appointed to Congress until September, and did 
not take his seat until November—four months after the 

adoption of the Declaration. Other signers who were 

not members of Congress on July 2 or 4, but were al- 

lowed to sign on August 2, the general signing day. 
These were Benjamin Rush, James Wilson, George Ross, 
George Clymer and George Taylor.

Groves of tamarack 
and oak are mingled with it, with wild cherry, service 
berry, huckleberries and many other shrubs in abun- 
dance in many places. This makes the finest kind of a 
home for the ruffied grouse, and here he is—a little red- 
der in cast of color than in the old Eastern woods. Over 
the carpet of pine needles, checkered with the sunlight 
sifting through the shades above, he spreads the same 
broad-banded tall that used to charm your soul, and 
through the dark cloud of tamaracks that seems almost 
impassable for shot, his roaring wing carries him on the 
game arrowy fight that has so often left you wondering 
bout the velocity of shot. Yet he is not very abun- 


| dant, probably because the deep snows of winter cover 


‘ 


too many of the shrubs on which he has to live. Neither 
is the dusky grouse as plenty as you would expect, 
| though between the two you are likely to find shooting | 
enough to repay the labor of a good hunt along the 
bristling slopes and through the thickets where the ber- 
ies abound. You will look in vain for the quail; even 
the mountain quail I could find no sign of, nor did I see 
a tree squirrel or a mountain pigeon, both of which 
might live along the lower slopes. But deer range the 
whole slope in numbers sufficient for any good hunter 
with much of the ground open and rolling enough to 
allow one to see the game. 


But this deer is not the deer of the western slope of 
the Cascades. That is the Columbia blacktail which 
for some strange reason does not cross the summit of the 
| range to any distance. The deer on the eastern slope is | 
| the mule deer of the Rocky Mountains, which for some 
reason equally strange does not cross the crest of the 
range to the westward, although in the southern half of 
the Sierra Nevada he does. Nor is it exactly the same 
deer found in Southern California, though it looks like 
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Wild cherry trees full hung with glistening fruit 
begin to show among the pines, and deciduous oaks 
brighter green here and there.

One of the great charms of this section, at the time I 
was there, was that in a few minutes from a good wagon 
road you could loge yourself in woods that showed no 
sign of man or any of his wrecks, where all was as fair 
as in the dawn of the last century. And such it probably 
is today, and is likely to remain for some time. It is too 
far away for the great mass of the tramplers of nature s 
garden, too far from the trolley and the telephone for 
many who really know how to enjoy an outing ina 
rational way, but imagine they cannot leave business 
long enough to have a good one. Yet with all the condi- 
tions of soil and water, there is still a strange absence of 
many features of the Eastern woods at this time of the 
year. The flavor of wild honey with the basil and thyme 
and other mints, the blackberries and raspberries that 
still linger in the shades, the hum of dragon flies and 
the twitter of birds, like the jar of the leaves beneath the 
spring of the squirrel, these and dozens of other things 
that make woods seem like home, are sadly lacking. 

But the fishing of this region so eclipses all else that 
one loses little in leaving gun and rifle behind, espe- 
cially if in their place he brings a light portable boat or 
folding canoe. But good fishing may be had without a 
boat, dnd if you need one you can find all you want at 
Pelican Bay. This is the great stopping place for the 
host of tenderfeet and the place of all places for the 
bungler or tyro to land a big trout. It is nearly all troll- | 
ing with a “spinner,” or was at that time. The tackle 
was generally strong enough to snatch a sawlog out of a 
whirlpool, so that about all there was to do was to row 
about in a boat with the spinner flashing in the water 
until you had a bite. The rest was a certainty. Huge 
trout. were thea so plenty that the bite was just about as 
certain; so that the man who wanted his picture with a 
lot of fish hanging in front of him on a string was eas- 
ily suited. While I did not see the fish, I have no doubt | 
that the story they told me of a trout weighing eighteen 
pounds being caught by a mere duffer two days before, | 
was true. It is doubtful if there is another place where | 
One with little experience can do so well. Huge cold 
springs break out here with icy water from the great 
Cascades, which seem to make a concentration of the 
fish, rainbow trout mostly, and there is a special charm 
for the big ones. | 

But there are others who do not like fishing with 
snatch tackle, and many of these like to get away from 
where the tenderfeet herd. For such there is no such 
land as Kiamath. Crystal Creek, which enters Pelican 
Bay, rises some six miles above, from great springs of 
icy water, and trout are found all the way to the head, 
though I saw nothing larger than six pounds there. 
These were right at the head, where the best fishing | 
was, with fine camping ground but a few rods away, with 
the sloughs and marshes well supplied with young ducks 
and snipe. This was then an ideal loafing place, with no 
che to bother one who wanted things all to himself. 

A few miles farther on, Cherry Creek came bouncing © 
through rocks and willows and wild cherry bushes, down | 
out of the lofty hills, a small stream compared with 
Crystal, but the natural home of the Dolly Varden trout. 
It is a wild and romantic series of pools and falls, in 
which the tenderfoot may play ali his bungling pranks, | 
without ever landing a fish. But the expert who is not 
afraid of rocks and rapids weil hidden in a tangle of | 
brush and not ‘oo lazy to go up the stream far enough | 
can fill a creel in two hours or so. But none of these 
fish are large, few over ten inches long, and as the 
stream is no larger than Lytle Creek or San Antonio, at 
ordinary summer stage, it is easily fished out by a few , 
experts. Its main value is in being the home of this 
rare trout. | 

I forget now whether the next one above is Seven Mile 
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gold, instead of a silver debt. 
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Creek, or Bel Creek, but it is but a few miles to a deep, 
clear spring creek with open banks in which the Dolly 
Varden trout are also found. These are very much 
larger and take no pains to keep out of your sight, as 
they do in Cherry Creek. We could see three or four at 
a time, twelve to fifteen inches long, lying on the bot- 
tom in two or tbree feet of water, quite indifferent to our 
near approach. We soon learned the reason, as all our 
attempts to interest one with a fly of any kind, either 


on the surface or lower down, or floated against their 


noses, were utterly vain. There they lay, like so many 
sticks, while we ran through our books of flies. No 
amount of care in keeping out of sight or avoiding shad- 
ows or ripples on the water made any difference. The 
“local” fisherman said we wanted a still bait of meat, 
but we had not come that far for that kind of fishing. 
No doubt a way could be studied out to make them take 
the fly, but we had come so far mainly to see the great 
Williamson's River, and felt little like experimenting on 
small fish when the six-pounders were but a few miles 
away. So we passed Wolf Creek and Crooked Creek, 
both good streams, but ridiculous compared with the 
river, and skirting groves of pine that reached from low 
hills down to the edge of the meadows, soon heard the 
roar of the big stream. 7 


Williamson’s River, at the time I was there, was a 
stream of about 2000 cubic feet a second, about twice the 
total water supply of Southern California outside of the 
Colorado River. It foams through banks of lava, which 
it has carved into all manner of shelves and platforms, 
on which you can stand with the water whirling many 
feet deep below you. Most of these are below the sur- 
face, and you will often be in water over knee-deep when 
on the edge of @ pool that would give your head its last 
bump if you should slip into its seething foam. Many 
of these will play merry havoc with your fly, and if it is 
suddenly hung up on a jagged spur of lava twenty feet 
from where you just cast it, you must be a bit careful 
about trying to get it loose. There are, of course, places 
enough where you can cast from the shore with safety, 
but the shelves and tables under water afford a much 
better field for artistic fishing as well as surer chance to 
hook the big fish. 


By big fish I mean ones from three to six pounds. We 
camped there a week, and I think we caught nothing un. 
der two pounds, while small fish were almost entirely 
lacking. One advantage of this stream is the absolute 
certainty of getting a rise out of these big ones, during 
the summer, while the Indians at the reservation right at 
hand will gladly take all you cannot eat. 


Another advantage is that you can camp on a fine slope 
covered with good feed and have all the fishing you 
want without going over half a mile. And you do not 
have to spend the whole day, or half of it, either. 
About 3 o'clock, or a little later in the afternoon, big 
rainbow trout begin to throw themselves out of water in 
long, shining curves. Sometimes in 300 yards you may 
see two or three out 
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anglers likely to go so far. The lake is well stocked 
with fish, and so are all the creeks that lead into this 
stream, such as Spring Creek, a few miles above the 
mouth of Williamson, where you can see big trout lying 
on the bottom until in places it seems almost solid with 
them. 

But trout fishing here is like it is elsewhere, and plenty 
of fish does not imply even a bite for the bungler, while 
the expert often has to wonder if he ever knew anything. 
The fish have sharp eyes that can see far through the 
dark, foaming water. They are sensitive (o the slightest 
shadow on the water or any unusual ripple, even, in a 
stream that is all ripples. Nor does a bite imply hook- 


ins a fish, for even these big trout have mysterious ways 


of letting go the bait just about the time you discover 
that it is time to pull on the line. That quick yet gentle 
twist of the wrist at the precise moment is just as es- 
sential to hook these big chaps as in the case of small 
brook trout. 
For a better stream in which to play a trout, after you 
have hooked him well, I know not where one would go. 
There are places enough where you can saw your line 
against sharp-edged rocks and run into caves where it 
will trouble you to hold a tight line wjthout danger of 
breaking or fraying it. But on the other hand, there are 
few loose boulders around which a trout can tangle it, 
scarcely any logs or treetops or brush along the shore. 
Whirlpools will snatch the fly and carry it where you 
don’t want it, and often whirl it under. water so that you 
don't know where it is, but you will find the number 
and size of the fish counterbalance all disadvantages, 


chile the good feed everywhere and the short distance 


you have to go from camp makes it impossible for you to 


be lost or have much trouble if you stay out until dark. 


I found two hours in the afternoon enough. From 4 un- 
til 6 there was hardly any euch a thing as waiting for a 
bite, and each fish was so big that four or five was all I 
wanted. My companion had for many years fished the 
most noted streams of thé United States and Canada, in- 
cluding Kern River, but he said there was nothing like 
this in all the range of his experience. Kern was the 
best I had seen, but Williamson is far ahead of it. I 
have heard several fine anglers say the same, and there 
is little doubt of its truth, and although it is ten years 
since I was there, it is highly probable that the fishing 
is as good as ever. For Klamath is an immense lake. 
and the river that connects it with the sea is a large one, 
while the tributaries alone are so great that all the 
anglers likely to go go there could make little impres- 
sion upon them.

OKOHAMA, May, 1905.—No other country has 
Y rosie so much by the Japanese-Russian war as 

In all likelihood our sales to 
the island empire this year will exceed those of Eng- 
land, and, if this result is shown when the balances are 
made up, it will be the first time that Uncle Sam has 
ever outdone John Bull in this market. The English 
have long been masters of the situation here, but the 
Americans have made steady gains until it seems they 
are now in first place. It is impossible to get exact 
figures, because the monthly custom reports show only 
such goods as are dutiable. The bulk of the increase in 
American sales is being made direct to the government, 
and is coming in without duty, hence the official state- 
ments are misleading in that they fall short of actual 
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for a price no greater than what the raw wheat costs. 
On its face this would seem to mean that the millers 
are working for nothing. But they are not. They 
realize a profit from utilizing the by-product of shorts 
and bran. The Japs have no way of doing this, because 
they have no stock to feed it to, so the American millers 
have this handicap over their oriental imitators.

Fourth of July Flowers. 


FIREWORKS, THEIR MANUFACTURE 
AND USE IN AMERICA.

Fourth of July that quickens the heartbeats of 
all American youngsters and the nerve quivers of all 
American mothers is once more close upon us, a 
fact too well realized as we dodge an exploding coil of 
firecrackers or blink fast as we hurry by a street urchin 
cocking his toy pistol. 


souls with patriotism, may give us a weak-kneed long- 
ing to follow our pet poodle's example in crawling under 
the bed, when the day is safely over and we sit at the 
front window, waiting for the evening’s filreworks—our 
sidewalk already saturated by a cautious hose and buck- 
ets of water standing on the roof—we begin to feel rec- 
onciled to our forebears’ indiscretion in signing the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

Our earliest recollections link the Fourth of July and 
fireworks so indissolubly together that we fancy it was 
the vivid conviction of the nursery that Washington and 
his associates, after signing the illustrious document, 
huried round the corner to confer with the inventors of 
pinwheel, bomb and rocket. But long before the colo- 
ial fingers let go their hold on the mother hand, long 
before America claimed her own on the world's map, 
some ambitious wizard had stolen into fairyland and se- 
creted himself there until he had learned the magic art 
of making fireworks. Just when and where he gave the 
first display on his own little planet, history does not 
record, but very early the Chinese took embroidery les- 
sons of him as it were, and none have surpassed this 
child-natured race in the ingenuity of their pyrotech- 

Quick to seize any excuse for their beloved pastime, 
which they poetically describe as “letting off flowers,” 
the Chinese indulge in fireworks on all occasions. The 


national festivities of the new year are, of course, illu- 


mined by an exuberance of rockets and fantastic pyro- 
technic phenomena representing everything from a fish 


a temple dedicated to the goddess “Mother,” and praying 
that she may have a little son, has “flowers” of hope and 


promise set off in the goddess’ honor. 


The enterprising little Japs who have lately crowded 
so near the stage center of public attention have suc- 
ceeded in producing daylight fireworks of colored smoke 
taking the form of birds, trees, and even human beings. 

In all probability fireworks were introduced into 
Europe through Italy, the Italians employing the art as 
early as the sixteenth century. It is stated that fire- 
works were used in England, in a pageant honoring the 
nuptials of Henry VIII and Anne Boleyn, while one of 
the earfiest and most noted pyrotechnic displays in 
France was at Fontainebleau. 

One of the leading American weeklies, an August issue 
of 1902, contains a most interesting account of a fire- 
works factory on Long Island. The point of view of 
grandmammas, mothers, and pet aunties focusing anx- 
lety upon the firing off of Fourth of July implements of 
joy is here turned toward the daily peril of workmen and 
workwomen who manufacture these dangerous toys. 

This village of shops covers fifteen acres not far from 
Manhettan Beach, and the working force was then com- 
posed of ninety persons, thirty of them women. The 
y forty-six houses, many no longer than a woodshed, are 


a few persons work in any one building, and all are 
obliged to bring their lunches and eat ‘where they work, 
never congregating in groups for fear of fire from chemi- 
cal or powder clinging to their clothes. If the work is 
particularly dangerous, a man or woman labors alone in 
a room. In front of each building is an emergency bar- 
rel, while at one end of the village a large tank insures 
adequate water supply. 

There are three special divisions in the general work— 
making the cases, that is the paper tubes and shells; 
combining materials to give power, light and color; and 
putting the explosive and illuminating power into the 
cases. 

The making of a Roman candle is said to be one of 
the simplest but most dangerous tasks. The Roman can- 
dle-maker sits in a tiny room alone by himself.“ On 
a shelf to his right are the powder and other inflamma- 
ble substances; on his left, the shells for the candle, 
while in front of him is a machine like a comb running 
up and down, every tooth of which acts as a ramrod 
packing the load into the case—and incidentally striking 
a spark by friction, now and then creating an instant ex- 
plosion. 

An artist draws designs for all the set pieces, the 
manufacture of which is quite complicated. For the 
creation of a bomb, that triumph of pyrotechnic beauty, 
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smaller shells “cocoanut size“ in each of which is the ma- 
terial that, when ignited, makes a certain colored light. 
A unique celebration of the Fourth of July took place 
in Sitka, shortly after Uncle Sam purchased Alaska for a 
new hobby horse. In the morning there was an exciting 
canoe race in the harbor, prizes of biankets, etc., being 
given to the Indian victors. Early in the afternoon a 
procession formed, marching to the mouth of the Indian 
River, where a stand for the day’s orator had been 
erected in a beautiful grove and a table set for a colla- 
tion. Music and the military were not unusual accom- 


paniments of a Fourth of July parade, but the weird joy 


of the procedsion was a Russian maiden as Goddess of 
Liberty, seated in a bower of flowers upon a fire engine 
decorated in flags. In the evening there were fireworks,

JEFFERSON ON PANAMA. 
Notwithstanding Thomas Jefferson's masterful ability 
as a statesman, he entertained views concerning the 
project of an isthmian canal which engineering experts 
will hardly accept save with a liberal reservation. In a 
letter which he wrote to M. de Roy of Paris, with refer- 
ence to certain Spanish Panama surveys he declared that 
the building of a canal across the isthmus would be a 
much less difficult work than some of the inferior canals 
of France. He contended that the beginning of the

sufficiently for the passage of vessels, thus in a short 
time completing a work which it would otherwise take 
ages to accomplish. As to the canal project in general, 
he drew the following conclusions: “First, it would en- 
able navigators to encircle the earth within a zone de- 
ecribed by twenty-four degrees of latitude. Second, the 
Guif of Mexico, now the most dangerous navigation in 
the world on account of its currents and movable sands, — 
would become stagnant and safe. Third, the Gulf 
Stream on the coast of the United States would cease, 
and with that those derangements of course and reckon- 
ing which now impede and endanger the intercourse with 
those States. Fourth, the fogs on the Banks of New- 
foundiand, supposed to be the vapors of the Gulf Stream. 
would disappear. Fifth. 
those banks ceasing to receive supplies of sand, weeds 
and warm water by the Gulf Stream, it might become 
problematical what effect changes of pasture and tem- 
perature would have upon the fisheries."—[Army and 
Navy Journal. 


LARKS HAD CHARMED LIVES. 

A pair of larks which built their nest on the race 
course at Keele Park, Staffordshire, and are raising a 
little family, have been taken under the special protection 
of the Grand Duke Michael of Russia, who is now in res- 
idence at Keele Park.

Race horses and carriages crossed and re- 
crossed the spot selected by the birds, but again the nest 
escaped scathless. When the nest was examined yester- 
day morning it was found that three young larks were 
hatched out, and the parent birds were busy feeding 
their youngsters. | 

The Grand Duke was informed of the birds’ preserva- 
tion, and he at once issued instructions to the men on 
the estate to carefully guard the larks and their home.—

PAMPHLETS BY THOUSANDS. 

There has recently been introduced into the main 
pressroom of the government printing office a neat, trim- 
looking web press that gives but small comprehension of | 
its capacity from a casual inspection of its exterior. 
This “pamphiet” press, as it is called, is expected to act 
as pacemaker for the celebrated “speech” press beside it, 
and judging by its performance, s far, there is warrant 
for saying that it will break all office records for similar 
work. 

The public printer has been endeavoring so far as pos- 
sible to add only machines of the latest design and larg- 
est capacity, and the “pamphlet” press recently installed 
is a sample of that effort. The maximum capacity of 
this press is 224,000 pamphlets of eight pages delivered 
completely folded and pasted in a run of eight hours. 
Another accomplishment of this little marvel is the 
printing of two sixteen-page sections complete and deliv- 
ering them inserted one within the other.—[{Washington 
Star.

Gordon Craig, the talented son of Ellen Terry, has 
clearly explained: “A book plate is to the book what a 
collar is to the dog. On the dog collar 
am John Smith’s dog.“ Alter the word ‘dog’ to

Libris!’ 

A book plate is indeed a label, usually of paper (some- 
times of leather, gold-tooled,) whereupon appears the 
name of the owner of the book, and generally some de- 
vice or decoration. This is pasted on the inside of the 
front cover, and primarily serves to indicate to whose 
library the volume belongs. Secondarily, it gives to an 
inanimate object a touch of personality. 


There are always people who sniff with suspicion at | 


any unfamiliar idea, believing a hostile attitude to be the 
one warrantable. For their reassurance, let it be known 
that book plates are far from modern. In truth, their 
origin is decidedly nebulous yet; strangely enough, they 
are ascribed neither to the Egyptians nor Phoenicians, 
but to the Japanese. In Europe they came in with 
print 


ing. 

The oldest known book plate, or Ex Libris, dates back 
to about 1450. It was found fastened in an old Latin 
dictionary, and is a wood-cut representation of a hedge- 
hog with a flower in his mouth, trampling on fallen 
leaves, and with this inscription: “Hans Igler das dich 
ein igel Kuss.” The cover of the invitation to a recent 
Ex Libris exhibition in New York, given by Dodd, Mead 
& Co., was decorated with a fac simile of a book plate 
which some believe to be older than that of Herr Igler. 
This plate represents an angel with green wings, edged 
with red, holding a shield, on which is a Silver ox with 
a black ring in his nose. 

The early book-plate designs were oftenest armorial 
or heraldic, for those were the days when a man’s 
printed or written name could not be deciphered by the 
many. In the early days of America, the fashions of the 
mother country were followed even in book plates, and 
so the book plates of many of our great patriots, even 
of the Signers, bore coats-of-arms. The first plate exe- 
cuted in America (copies of which are now to be seen in 
the Boston Public Library) was that of Mr. Thomas 
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DESIGNED BY SIDNEY ARMER.

Wilbur Macey Stone, one of the best American 
designers, believes that it is the repetition alone that 
condemns the introduction of the nude into book-plate 
design. He is reported to have said that it would “jar” 
him to meet “even an angel, the same one, in each of a 
thousand volumes.” 

If an angel, beautifully drawn, becomes a bore upon 
opening every book in a library, surely the portrait book 
plate is a greater weariness. Yet one is doomed to meet 
it. When a bequest of books is made to a public library, 
the portrait label of the giver (usually a most realistic, 
undecorative affair) straightway appears in each volume.

How THE SOUL OF AFFONSO W AS 
CALLED TO ACCOUNT.

OM IGNACIO gave out this text: “Thou foul, this 
night thy soul shall be required of thee.” He 
was fat, greasy, yellow-faced; in Portugal the 
starving flocks were led by well-fed shepherds. “All 
the fat ones of the earth,” said the Psalmist, in ancient 
Israel, shall eat and worship.”

| TRUE STORY OF THE ORIGIN or THE FAMOU 


GHOST OF THE BERESFORDS. 


{New York Tribune:] Lady Waterford’s death, which 
has just been announced by cable, and which places in 
mourning her son, Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, who 
has just returned to England from a visit to this coun- 
try, has doubtless been heralded by the supernatural ap- 
pearance of Lady Beresford, wife of Sir Tristram Beres- 
ford, and the ancestress of Lord Charies. Lady Beres- 
ford had a romantic affection for the Lord Tyrone of her 
day, and, filled with doubts and fears as to the value of 
their religious opinions, they made a solemn promise to 
one another that whoever of the two first died should, if 
permitted by the Almighty, appear to the survivor for the 
purpose of proving the existence of the Divinity. Fit- 
teen years later she came down one morning for break- 
fast, looking very much agitated, and with a black rib- 
bon tied around her wrist. Her husband asked her if she 
had hurt herself, whereupon she earnestly entreated him 
not to inquire as to the cause of her wearing it, saying: 
“You will never see me again without it.” She then 
eagerly and anxiously asked whether any letters had ar- 
rived, and on being questioned by her husband remarked 
that she expected to hear of Lord Tyrone’s death, which 
she declared had taken place on the previous Tuesday. 
Her husband laughed, but in the afternoon a letter was 
brought in stating that Lord Tyrone had died on Tues- 
day morning at Dublin. To the astonishment of Sir 
Tristram Beresford, his wife, instead of manifesting 
grief, showed feelings of relief, and exclaimed: “I can 
now give you a most satisfactory piece of intelligence. 
am going to become a mother; it will be a boy, and 
an heir to your estates.” A son was born within the 
year, who, in course of time, inherited not only the 
Beresford title and estates, but, marrying Lord Tyrone's 
only child and heiress of all the Le Poer property, was 
created Earl of Tyrone himself, his father-in-law's title 
being revived in his favor. : 

Many years afterward. when on her deathbed, Lady 
Beresford revealed to her eldest son and to Archbishop 
William King of Dublin, her spiritual adviser and most 
intimate friend, the reason of her wearing the black 
ribbon on her wrist. She declared that on the night pre- 
céding the arrival of the announcement of the death of 
the last of Le Poer earls of Tyrone, he had appeared to 
her sitting by the side of her bed. On her screaming 
with fright, he exclaimed: “Have you forgotten our 
promise to each other? I died on Tuesday morning at 4. 
I have been permitted thus to appear to assure you that 
the revealed religion is the true and only one by which 
we can be saved. 1 am also suffered to inform you that 
you will seven months hence become the mother of a 
son, who will marry my infant heiress, and that you will 
die in your 68th year.” Lady Beresford continued: “I

The Countess of Harrington has outlived her brilliant 
sister-in-law by over thirty years, The Lord Petersham, 
to whom Maria Foote gave birth in 1831, died in 1836, 
and his father was succeeded in the title by his brother, 
Leicester—Fitzgerald Charles Stanhope, who became fifth 
Earl of Harrington in 1851. He was born in 1784, and 
married, in 1831, Elizabeth, only child and heiress of Mr. 
William Grein of Jamaica, the scion of an old Norfolk 
family. The Countess of Harrington is the mother of 
Seymour-Sydney-Hyde, sixth Earl of Harrington, and 


also of two daughters, one of whom married Mr. E. S. 
Chandos-Pole, of Radbourne 


Hall, Derbyshire. The 
sixth Earl died unmarried in 1866, and was succeeded by 
his cousin, Charles Wyndham, seventh Earl, who died in 
1881, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Charles Au- 
gustus, eighth and present Earl. who is one of the great- 
est living authorities upon carriage horses and hackneys. 
Finally, I must add that the most fortunte marriage ever 
made by an actress was that of Miss Harriet Mellon to 
Mr. Thomas Coutts (the founder of Coutts's Bank.) when 
he was 80 years old. It is said that the famous banker 
heard Miss Mellon exclaim: “I never lose my spirits!” 
and shortly after be presented her with a handsome 
enamel bracelet, upon which the words that had won his 
heart were traced in diamonds. Upon his death he left 
her the whole of his vast fortune, which she distributed 
among his three daughters by his first wife, leaving the 
lion’s share to the only daughter of Sir Francis Burdett, 
now known far and wide as the generous and philan- 
thropic Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 


SURGERY’S ACHIEVEMENTS. 

Modern surgery’s great achievements have been in the 
abdominal region, for a generation ago fear of blood 
poisoning kept the surgeon out of this territory: Here 
disease entrenched itself and bid the surgeon defiance. 
But now the surgeon intrepidly enters disease’s for- 


mer stronghold, routs it, and in so doing performs life- 


saving feats with the organs that seem absolute mira- 
cles to the onlooking world. Take the stomach. If it is 
the surgeon enfolds a portion of the wall and 
sutures the edges; if a part of it is diseased, say with 
cancer, he cuts it out, sutures the edges, and 
sary, cuts a new opening for the head of the small 
testine and sutures (stitches) it into place; if 
esophagus is obstructed so that food cannot be taken 
naturally a tube is inserted through the abdominal wall 
into the stomach, and when the man is hungry he 
merely drops a premasticated meal into the tube; or, 
in case a cancerous area be so large as to demand such 
a severe operation, the surgeon may remove the entire 
stomach and suture the esophagus to the duodenum. 
Contrast this lest operation with the working principle 


of the seventies, that to enter the stomach is death, 


and you see how far surgery has traveled in a genera- 
tion. This last operation is, of course, rarely performed 
even now, but there are today a few stomachless persons 
in the world (one returned to work within two months 
after the operation,) attending to their regular duties, 
taking a special diet, and apparently just as happy as 
though their stomachs were not in jars on laboratory 
shelves.—[Leslie’s Monthly.

MISS REEL’S CAREER. 


How SHE Has WORKED HER WAY TO HER PReEs- 
ENT PROMINENT PosIrion. 


{Human Life:] Miss Estelle Reel, who has recently 
been appointed national superintendent of indian 
schools for the third time, was the first woman to be 
appointed to an office by President Roosevelt, and the 
only one to be given a place of importance. Miss Reel 
held this office through the previous administration, 
and has proved her fitness for it. 

She is probably the only woman holding office under 
the national government who carved her way to it by 
her own political efforts. She is a Wyoming woman, 
and is considered one of the best politicians in that land 
of woman voters. She made her way up by the suc- 
cessive steps of teacher, county superintendent, and 
State superintendent, to the position she now occupies. 

She possesses all the qualifications which make a per- 
son successful in public life, among them being the geni- 
‘ality and cordiality of her manners, the magnetism of 
her personality, and her keen memory for names and 
faces. 

Miss Reel also understands perfectly well the value of 
“standing in” with the press; and while she was State 
Superintendent of Instruction in Wyoming her pleasant 
office was the headquarters and lounging place in the 


Was considered an adept at giving a good story to the 
boys whenever occasion arose. 


However, she has not attained the highest political 


position ever occupied by an American woman without 


a solid basis of merit to entitle her to it. She has 
pushed two branches of work in connection with the 300 
government schools maintained for the Indians. : 

At the convention of the National Educational Associa- 
tion at Detroit last summer there was a dieplay of 
needlework, mechanical drawing, designing, implement- 
making, dresses cut and made by the girls, suits, boots 
and shoes made by the boys, and a great variety of forge 
work which compared favorably with that of any public 
school in the country. 


There was an Indian band of thirty pieces present, 


fifteen boys and fifteen girls, from the Indian schoo] at 
Mount Pleasant, Mich., which afterward went on to the 
conference of Indian educators at the Pan- American. 

Miss Reel wants to encourage the old-Indians to pre- 
serve the ancient arts, the basket-making and blanket- 
weaving, which are in danger of dying out. The con- 
stant tendency, as the Indians come more and more in 
contact with the tourist trade, is to make cheap things 
for quick sale. , 

But there is still an old squaw here and there, who 
knows how to make the fine old things—baskets that 
will hold water and blankets that are almost water- 
proof, and Miss Reel wants to place them in the school 
as instructors to the Indian girls. In the first place, this 
makes the old Indians feel that they are still of some 
use, and that the whites feel some respect for their na- 
tive industries; and in the second, it is in line with the 
latest developments in arts and crafts, and as fine in its 
way as the hand-made books and furniture and tapestries 
that are now so fashionable. , 


has under her charge all the Pueblo day schools now 
conducted in the villages of the Pueblo Indians in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. Her field ranges from South Car- 
Olina and Pennsylvania on the east to the Pacific Coast 
on the west, and she travels from one end of it to the 
other about six times a year. During her first term of 
office, from 1898 to 1902, she traveled some 75,000 miles, 
and a portion of that distance was put in by stage coach. 
horseback, by burro, or on foot. . 3

pueblo and tepees, climbed precipitous cliffs, and crossed 
alkali deserts, and eaten prairie dog stew. And with it 
all, she is such a handsome and thoroughly well-gowned 
young woman that you would never suspect her at first 
sight of departing from the straightest path of conven- 
tionality.

STYLES OF GARDENING. 


NATURAL EFFECTS OF THE GREATEST 
TRIUMPH OF THE GARDENER. 


By Ernest Braunton.

URING past centuries the man of wealth looked 
about him for ways of displaying his riches so as 
to dazzle the beholder, and have this vulgar dis- 
play viewed by as many as possible. It was such in- 
fluences that produced what we now term architecural, | 
formal or geometric gardening. Gardens of these times 
were ornamented with terraces of solid masonry, splen- 
did flights of steps, magnificent fountains and statuary, | 
hedges clipped into grotesque forms, etc. It was the | 
ambition of the owner to have his garden as different 
from the surrounding country as possible, knowing full 
well that only with such a style of ornamentation could 
he outstrip his neighbor. In this style of gardening | 
the hand of the artist is everywhere apparent. | 
Of late years all this has happily changed, though a | 
few still cling to this style when every influence sug- 
gests a more natural treatment. Of course, there are 
gardens, as well as other plots, where formal gardening | 
would seem the most proper disposition of the ground, 
but these are marked exceptions to the rule. Where 
the yard is small in proportion to the house and abso- 
lutely flat, and the architecture of the buildings classi- 
cal, there may be some excuse for conventionality of 
_ design, but in the majority of landscape problems it 


might almost as well be public property. In other 
countries, where wealth is usually handed down from 
generation to generation, the old homestead likewise 
follows; but if it becomes necessary, or convenient, to 
build a new home, you will note that the influence of 
wealth, through many generations, has had a refining 
influence, being in itself an education in various ways. 
In our own country, especially in these days of sudden 
wealth, a desire to “show off” almost invariably accom- 
panies wealth, and, unfortunately, the proper taste, or 
education, is too often lacking. : 

It is to be regretted that the simplest and most neces- 


sary rules and principles of gardening are not taugh: 


in our schools. Such a study would soon make a marked 
change in the appearance of both our city and country 
homes, and incidentally encourage a love of nature in 
general. The barren, poverty-stricken appearance of 
many school yards is one of the most unpleasant sights 
the country affords. It is strange, that the only piece 
of property in a community wherein all should be in- 
terested, and in which all have a common interest, 
should so often be the most neglected. It is a fact 
worthy of more than passing notice that children attend- 
ing school where the yard is well planted and cared for 
will carry home the impressions of ornamentation 
there presented, impressions which happily are never 
entirely lost, but have an ennobling and elevating in- 
fluence, even upon the most impressionable. Robinson 
truly says: “We hold that the only true test of our 
efforts in planting or gardening is the picture. Do we 
frighten the artist away or do we bring him to see a 
garden so free from ugly patterns and ugly colors that

Through the rules laid down for 
the production of proper landscape effects are almost 
innumerable, few of them can be brought to bear upon 
any particular problem in landscaping, but the great 
underlying principles are embodied in the following 
three cardinal rules: Preserve open lawn centers. 
Plant in masses Avoid straight lines. By a strict ob- 
servance of these, the home builder will at least secure 
a proper foundation for all his future gardening effects. 

Every garden should have an air of simplicity, snug- 
ness and seclusion. Simplicity is the very opposite of 
ostentation or display; its effect is soothing and restful. 
All the lines of a garden should be easy and graceful, 
all parts must appear to belong to each other, and the 
transition from one feature to another must scarcely 
noticeable. Yet art must not stand in the way of con- 
venience and utility. We must remember that our 
garden contains a habitation and other necessities and 
all these must be available without too much intricacy. 
A garden should appear snug and somewhat secluded,

Nature’s wounded spirit, too, is soon manifest in an at- 
tempt to hide her shame—trees so butchered always 
make an attempt to replace these lower limbs before con- 
tinuing the upward growth.

I stated that the architect mentioned at the beginning 
of this article was an idealist. One of his thoughts was 
to find the real man underlying the outward seeming of 
bis client, and build his house to fit that ideal. It must 


be admitted that in general his plan worked admirably, 


but there were occasional misfits which somewhat shook 
his faith in his ability to read character, though never 
in his idea. Some years ago he built a large and expen- 
sive house for a family who had been living in a small 
way all their lives, and who suddenly determined to 
ulld more in accordance with their wealth. 

They took the matter with the utmost seriousness,. 
spent nearly two years in the preparation of the plans, 
and another in building and furnishing the house. The 
furniture was especially designed and made by an old 
Frenchman in New York who makes only a few pieces 


each year. The draperies were hand-embroidered from 


designs in accord with those which distinguished the ex- 
terior and interior structural parts. When finished, the 
house was a dream. Six months later the architect vis- 
ited it and found that about half a ton of old furnishings 
from the old house had crept into the new structure— 
hand-painted jardinieres (old-time gifts from members 
of the family who exercised their talents in that way,) 
burnt-wood plaques, and other horrors. It also crept out

New Method of Budding. 


PIECE of bone is sharpened like a stylus and fitted 

with a handle. This t¢ used in making the incisions 

in the bark of old trees to be budded. The buds are then 
inserted and held in place by tacking on a small piece of 
leather, using vupholsterers’ half-inch gimp pins enam- 
eled so they do not rust. As the buds swell, the tacks 
are loosened. This method is recommended for all old 
trees requiring new wood, as it does not interfere with 
the tree's bearing fruit while the buds are maturing. No 
string, clay or grafting wax is required as with the old 


system. Try it.

Good Honey Season. 


REPORT from San Diego county assures us of a fine 
honey crop. The season is late, but the output will 
be heavy, as the gathering time promises to be extended 
on account of the late and copious rains. It is said that 
about 25 per cent. of the bees died last year from 
drought. The honey this season will be of fine quality, 
mostly white and light amber. The country between San 
Diego and San Jacinto promises about 20,000 cases of 
strained honey, or about 2,400,000 pounds, worth over 
$100,000 to the aplarists. In addition to this the section 
referred to will produce about 350,000 pounds of setion 
honey, worth about $30,000. Good reports come from 
other honey-producing localities, and altogether the bee 
business is on the up-grade. |

Vineless Potatoes. 


Autivie that a man in Dakota has discovered a pro- 
cess of raising potatoes that does not depend upon the 
ordinary means of producing these tubers. The inven- 
tor has conducted his experiments in a box containing a 
steam coil for heating. He says he has perfected a com- 
pound resembling soil. In a layer of this compound he 
plants potato ¢yes, and on top of the first layer there is 
another and more potato eyes, and so on, till the box is 
full.

Exodus by the Parasitic Route. 


HOUSANDS of years ago the great lawgiver wrote: 

“And the locusts went up over all the land of Egypt, 
and nested in all the coasts of Egypt. Very grievous 
were they. Before them were no such locusts as they, 
neither after them shall be such. For they covered the 
face of the whole earth, so that in the land was dark- 
ness, and they did eat every herb of the land, and all 
of the fruit of the trees which the hail had left; and 
there remained not any green thing in the trees and in 
the herbs of the field, through all the land of Egypt.“ 

The Lord may have performed this miraculous visite- 
tion by simply withholding the parasitic enemies of the 
_ grasshoppers. Were the beneficial insects of California 
withheld today there would soon be not a living green 
thing left. Have you not noticed the myriads of lady- 
birds this season? I have seen great rolls of them set- 
tled upon orange trees six deep, and in some cases so 
abundantly swarming that the heat of their bodies dam- 
aged the trees. They fly into one’s face, stick in his 
hair and cover his clothes—friends every one of them. 
And there are other insects equally effective. 

Farmers are now fairly appreciating their insect 
friends. I pulled off seven Scutellista larvae with the 
thumb and finger at one trial a few days ago. In 3 
breeding jar were four distinct parasites of the black 
scale. Millions of tiny flies are attacking the red and 
yellow scale. Two species are found feeding on the 
white scale. The aphids are punctured and the cut 
worms are living breeding tubes for myriads of micro- 
scopic insects. Soft brown scales are no more, and all 
along the line is a continual warfare or rather forage- 
fare in which insects plant destructive are held in check 
or practically exterminated. Where is the Colorado po- 
tato beetle that we used to “worm off” the spud patch in 
the seventies when that great army of death was en 
route from the Rockies to the Atlantic? They met foes 
in that journey they had never encountered upon the 
wild relative of the potato in Colorado. Such is the fate 
of the adventurer, tempted to try the unknown wien 
man planted a more succulent food in the nativity of 
the scourge. Who will venture that some of our worst

A San Jacinto Novelty. 


K. SMITH, one of the Horticultural Commissioners 

oft Riverside county, submits a novel proposition, 
which will be of interest to entomologists and orchard- 
ists all over Southern California. Referring to the use 
of “Tanglefoot” upon the trunks of trees to prevent the 
ascension of cut worms, Mr. Smith says: I shall use it 
on orange trees that are infected with brown scale (Le- 
canium hesperidum) to keep the ants off the trees, that 
the native parasites may have full swing at the scale, 
especially the Comys fusca and Chalcid Californica. 
These flies I have observed driven from the scale- 
infested trees by the ubiquitous ants that are always in- 
terfering in protecting their favorite food, the honey 
dew produced by the undisturbed scale: I have made 
several trials with cotton and tarred strips to prevent 
the ants from going on the trees, but so far without sue- 
cess. The difficulty has been to get an application that 
would prevent the ants from going up the trees without 
injuring the trees. I will report how succesefully — 
“Tanglefoot” proves after I give it a trial.” 
Good Work of Ground Beetles. 


N The Times Magazine of June 11 I had a note relating | 
to the great destruction wrought upon the cut worm by 
a “Pinicate bug” found especially numerous in the alfalfa 
fields south of the city. H. K. Smith of San Jacinto de- 
scribes the attacks of larvae of the “sphinx moth” and 
that of the “potato hawk moth” upon vineyards near 
Banning. The growers became alarmed and made 
ditches eighteen inches deep with a 5-gallon coal oil can 
sunk in them about every 50 feet. This was only par- 
tially successful. But other forces were at work—the same | 
as were observed destroying the worms at Norwalk. 
“Right at this place,” observes Mr. Smith, “was seen 
the most effective work of the beetle and larva Calosoma 
scrutator, sometimes called the ‘Pinicate bug.’ Both 
the adult beetles and the comparative'y small larvae of | 
the same were attacking and killing those big caterpil- 
lars as fast as they couid get at them, or their appetites | 
would permit. Sometimes we observed several larvae | 
sucking the juice out of the same monster caterpillar. 
“There were somé cut worms Noctua clandestina in 
this vineyard also, that were summarily disposed of 
when found by the above named beetles. The preda- 
ceous larvae mentioned are so voracious that they will 
eat each other when they can get nothing else to eat. I 
put four of them in a small paper box in the evening, 
and the following morning when I went to feed these cut 
worms there was only one live one left, and the heads of 
his brothers to indicate what had become of them. More 
than the above evidence of the predaceous nature of the 
V-@alosoma: I have seen the adult beetles climb stalks of 
wild clover to get cut worms for breakfast. I am glad 
there are so many of these bugs. We see them almost

N answer to an orange grower who asks as to the 

effects, if any, of different fertilizers upon the scale 
of the fertilized trees I will say that this question Is 
little understood. The probabilities that there is noth- 
ing in the idea are so strong that no one is likely to 
make farther investigation. An impression has been 
extant for years that barnyard manure, blood and bone 
fertilizers and all of that class of soll stimulants were 
liable to increase the quantity of scale, and that chemical 
manures had the opposite effect. Dr. Smith, of the New 
Jersey Experiment Station, writes of “insecticidal fer- 
tilizers,” but there is no evidence whatever that the food 
on which a plant feeds has any influence upon its insect 
life. The correspondence states that the inordinate in- 
crease of the black scale during the last year cannot be 
accounted for in any other way. | 

While the plant food cannot influence the condition of | 
the scale directly, it may do so indirect!v. It is a well- | 


known fact that myriads of young scale perish without | 
apparent cause long after they have fixed themselves to 
the tree, and that climatic causes do not account for this | 
mortality. In all probability it may be accounted tor 
by the absence of assimilated food in the foliage of the 
plant. Under certain conditions the scale starves upon 
trees growing with extreme vigor. When the sap is be- 
ing elaborated into wood tissues upon the older growth 
then do the scale multiply and flourish to the highest 
degree. Since last fall we have had a period of general 
development of the tree, to such an extent that the“ trees 
never looked better or bore such a percentage of vigorous, 
ripened wood. Thus it may be that nitrogenous manures 
may indirectly increase the scale by increasing the qual- 
ity and extent of its feeding ground. The grape fruit 
trees seem to be continually active in building wood 
growth, and the pest always finds ite best feeding 
grounds upon thiq variety of the orange. The pepper 
trees are equally gd examples of continual growth, and 
nowhere else do the scales multiply so rapidly.

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A Strange Genius. 


Man Wuo WROTE THE DECLARA- 
TION OF INDEPENDENCE. 
By a Special Contributor. 
NE of the first documents with which the Ameri- 
can student becomes familiar fs the Declaration of 
Independence. He hears it read, in his childhood, 
m those red-letter occasions, the village Fourth of 
July celebrations; he peruses it in-school when he famil- 
jarizes himself with the history of his country; and it is 


given him for critical study in connection with his rhet- 
oric. 

The author of this wonderful composition was a 
strange combination of simplicity and astuteness. in 
some things he was impractical and visionary in the ex- 
treme; in others his judgment was unerring and his 
foresight remarkable. 


divert his mind from his sorrow he accepted a mission 


to France. In 1783 he returned to serve another term in 
Congress, end later returned again to France, spending 
several years there as the representative of this nation. 
He returned to become a member of Washington’s Cabi- 
net, in the capacity of Secretary of State. 

It is a remarkable coincidence that the close of the life 
of the author of the document thet gave this country the 
Fourth to celebrate should occur on July 4, but such 
was the case. 3 

His health began failing him in the winter of 1826. 
He continued to decline throughout the spring and the 
early summer months, and it was evident to all, himself 
included, that he was nearing his end. He expressed an 
earnest desire to live till July 4, the anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence, and his wish 
was realized. At i o’clock on that memorable day he 
breathed his last. , 

In Quincy, Mass., upon that day, another ex-President 
was bidding farewell to this world. John Adams had 
been counting the hours of his life till this patriotic day 
should arrive, and he died with these words upon his 
lips: “Thomas Jefferson still lives.“ 


As an instance of his foreseeing qualities: He was an 


opponent of slavery, contending that the continuance of 
the traffic in humanity would result in trouble and blood- 
shed.

After serving the State in this capacity, he was elected 


Governor of the State. 


It was a turbulent period in the history of that com- 
monwealth, and at the end of his term he again sought 
private life, though not inactivity. It was during this 
period of retirement that he wrote his “Notes on Vir- 
ginia.” A large part of this work was done under the 


shelter of a peculiar rock, which still stands, and which 
has been known, since that time, as Jefferson's Rock.“

Te first who assumed the name Mason doubtless 


derivei it from his occupation. It is supposed 
that the word comes from the old Latin macio, 


or it may be a modification of marcio, from mareus, 


a hammer. Maceria, the Latin word, meaning a stone 
wall, has for its root mac. In Italian we find that 
macigno means a stone lap mill. | 

Le Mason, le Masson, le Masun, are old forms of the 
name. In French it is Macon. 

Mason is a favorite name in this country for coun- 
ties, that is, many in Eastern and Western States are 
thus named. A township in Northumberland, Eng- 
land, is called Mason. Shall we say, without more 
ado, that it was the cradle of the Masons? Perhaps it 


was. One of the pleasures of genealogical research is

In colonial history, the Masons play an important 
part. One State—New Hampshire—was founded by 
John Mason. Before the Mayflower load arrrived, 
John was exploring the New England coast. This was 


in 1617, when he was Governor of Newfoundland. Five 
years later, he obtained a grant of land on the Merri- 


mac River, and the following year sent over a ship- 
load of settlers, who founded Dover and Portsmouth. 
The name Hampshire was given to the State, from 


Hampshire, England, John’s birthplace. The rights in 


the State of the Mason heirs were sold out; in 1691 
Governor Samuel Allen acquired some of the property, 
and in 1746 a part was disposed of for £1500 to twelve 
men of Portsmouth, known as the Masonian proprie- 
tors.

Here we must pause a moment, for she was the 
daughter, several times removed, as might be said, of 
a hundred earls, not to mention a few kings. Charle- 
magne and Alfred the Great being of the number. Dor- 
othy, the Puritan maid, born in New England, was 
great-granddaughter of Oliver 8. John, Baron of 
Beauchamp, third cousin of Queen Hlisabeth, who 
made him Lord St. John of Bletshoe when she came 
to the throne. The grandmother of Henry VII, Mar- 
garet Beauchamp, comes into the story, and she, as 
the reader recalls, was a descendant of Gundred, 
fourth daughter of William the Conqueror. Other 
little branches of this illustrious genealogical tree 
were Margaret of Scotland, Edgar Atheling, Lewis the 
Fair, Charles the Bald and Hildegard of Swabia. Dan- 
iel left one son, Jeremiah. 

It was of another Jeremiah Mason, lawyer, that 
Danié] Webster said he was great through sound sense 
and sound judgment, His (Webster’s) own profes- 
sional ability, he declared, was due to daily associa- 
tion with him for nine years. 

The founder of the Virginia branch of the family 


was George Mason, English royalist, who took refuge 
hebe in 1652. He was prominent in colonial wars. It. 


was George Mason, born in 1726, who was a member 
of the Committee of Safety, in 1775. In the following 
year he prepared the declaration of rights and the con- 
stitution of Virginia. He was a member of the con- 
vention that framed the Constitution of the United 
States, which he refused to sign, and with Patrick 
Henry led the opposition to its ratification, partly on 
account of what he considered it monarchical features. 
A distinguished member of this branch of the family 
was John Young Mason, member of the Cabinet during 
Tyler’s and Polk’s terms, and afterward Minister to 
France. To know anything about the history of Vir- 
ginia, is to know of the “Masons of Gunston,” and of 
their military and adventurous spirit. The Masons in- 
termarried with the other well-known and illustrious 
Southern families—the Fitzhughs and Lees. 


The Revolutionary records, as well as colonial ones, 
reveal the names of Masons and, judging from the 


number of officers, they were always foremost in ac- 


tion. Stevens Thomson Mason entered the army as 
colonel; he was a general at its close. Abner, of Med- 
field, was in the ranks; so was Phineas, who was pres- 
ent at the execution of Andre. The late war with 
Great Britain also had its representatives from the 
family—Brig.Geu. Thomas Mason among the number.

LIKE THAT OF THE PLANTATIONS 
OF VIRGINIA BEFO’ DE WAH.

Once, when you said a man was a sugar 
planter in Jamaica, you meant that he was a magnate. 
Now, the terms implies that he is an unfortunate wretch 


who lies awake at nights thinking about the mortgages 
on his property. Even Aaron Bangs’s plantation—for

that they could have lived in Jamaica in the spa- 


he was a real man, and his house and property were 


faithfully described by Michael Scatt—has now “gone 
out of sugar,” as they say in Jamaica, and is devoted 
to the cultivation of bananas for the American market. 
But the “great house,” which is called “Tulloch,” still 
exists exactly as it did in the time of Scott. It is owned 


by my uncle-in-law, and I have stood in the hallowed. 


spot where Tom Cringle split his breeches and had to 
cousin's petticoat. 


Near by is Spanish Town, formerly called Saint Jago 
de la Vega, in the days when it was the capital of the 
colony and “the home of all that was wise, learned, 
gallant, hospitable and distinguished.” 
moribund town—little better than a deserted negro vil- 
lage, with grass growing in the streets. Long-tailed 
pigs wander about the main thoroughfares, and quarrel 
with the John Crow vultures for the ownership of the 
garbage. There are no other scavengers. 


Past Prominence of St. Jago de la Vega. 


Yet, as you wander through the deserted streets, you 
feel that once St. Jago de la Vega was indeed a city. 
The huge houses, now empty and tumbling to pieces, 
have an air of aristocracy about them, to which those 
in Kingston, the modern capital, have no pretension. 

“Cho, sah! says the old negro who conducts you 
through the vast halls of the abandoned King's House.“ 
where former governors of Jamaica lived and held high 
revel, “all de old bockra (white gentlemen) dem gone, 
sah. De young ones, dem no good! Dere was money 
in de old days, an’ dem spend it free. Dem dance ebry 
night, sah—an’ dem érink—iané, sah! how dem did 

drink!“ 


And the praiser of the times that have been tells 
stories of Lucullan feasts of jerked hog and biack crab, 
turtle soup and old Madeira. He conjures up pictures 
of the wicked old times when aides-de-camp used to 
ride alligators through the streets, when admirals of 
the blue gave balls to the brown girls of the town, when 
vice in every shape and form was more reputable, if 
not more fashionable, than it is at present. But it is 
all a memory. There is not a single bottle of the old 
Madeira extant. Nobody even remembers the Hell Fire 


Club, and the oldest inhabitant of the .own cannot tell 


you how to compound the famous Bath punch. Never- 
theless, the life of the white planter in Jamaica is fully 
as pleasant today as it was in the time of Aaron Bangs. 
It is very much like the life on the plantations of Vir- 
ginia and other Southern States in the days before the 
war, barring, of course, the slavery of the blacks. 


I have visited at many plantation houses in which 
the host and hostess, the colored “nana,” and the swarm 
of faithful, merry servants all seemed as if they had been 
resurrected from the old South of ante-bellum days. 
Poets and novelists who deplore the passing of that 
social order should take the short sea trip to Jamaica, 

and they will find that the old southern life is being 
lived in all its glory on hundreds of plantations there. 
Many of these Jamaican planters belong to the oldest 
and noblest British families, just as the old southern- 
ers did. Their ancestors who emigrated to Jamaica 
were probably friends, in the old country, of those 
“gentlemen adventurers” who built up the colony of 
Virginia. The plantations and the family plate and 
the family pride have been handed down, perhaps, for 
more than a couple of hundred years. Such a life as 
that which Thackeray has described in the opening 
chapters of “The Virginians’ is still lived today, in 
much the same fashion, on many Jamaica plantations. 
There is the same generous hospitality, the same pride, 
the same solicitude for dependents, the same free, 
open-air, rollicking life. There are a thousand points 
of resemblance, but perhaps the closest is the likeness 
of the West Indian “nana” to the old southern 
“mammy.”’ 

When one of her former charges marries Nana“ 

goes to her new dome as a matter of course. It is not 


at all uncommop to find that she has nursed mother, 


daughter and granddaughter, one after the other. Nat- 
urally, she becomes the family despot. It is amusing 
to see her still treating the mother and grandmother as 
children. They take her scoldings as if they really do 
not know they are grown up. 


Here is a conversation I heard between one of these

Fruit Fasts. 


OW that the summer geason is 

rather slowly this year—it is especially necessary

Two or three times a 
week I have a phospho breakfast for the evening meal, 
but use no milk, for milk and melon never get on speak- | 
ing terms—they simply ‘scowl’ as they pass by.

tle pure cream is used in place of milk, at times. As 
the season becomes more heated, and I more fully ad- 
just to the diet, we (I should have said ‘we’ all the time. 
for my wife is rather more enthusiastic than I.) cut 
larger melons, and “cut out’ the cooking almost alto- | 
gether. We often ‘cut a cantaloupe’ a few hours after 
the watermelon. We use a little salt on this, at times, 
but it is best to eat all melons ‘straight,’ unless one 
feels too underfed. Salt is a tremendous tonic stimu- 
lant and a preservative; it seems necessary, at times, | 
to preserve the integrity of the blood, especially in 
persons who have always used cooked foods. 
“About this time, the evening dinner is confined | 
almost exclusively to fruits and nuts. We are partial 
to the new-crop almond, using a few Brazils as a change. 
We also use a little pure fresh cream on our figs. We 
have been practicing this diet for some years, and we 
always regret the close of the melon season, and most 
fondly look forward to the next. We also look forward 
to the time wren we will have ‘beefsteak’ watermelons, 
wal cutlet’ muskmelons and ‘spare rib’ cantaloupes 
more month in the year. When enough of us demand 
it, a Burbank will appear.” | 

Mr. Harrison need not have confined his suggestions | 
to the melon. The melon, containing so large amount 
of juice, is doubtless very valuable, but so are other 
fruits. Each kind of fruit contains certain valuable 
mineral properties, some more and some less. For in- 
stance, peaches, grapes and prunes excel in potassium, 
apples and strawberries contain three times as much 
sodium as other fruits; strawberries and gooseberries 
abound in calcium; apples contain a considerable per- 
centage of magnesium; iron is found in all fruits and 
especially in strawberries and gooseberries. Phosphorus 


— 


is very evenly distributed among the various fruits. 


Sulphur is found in the largest quantity in apples and | 
gooseberries and peaches. Chlorine is not found in all 
fruits; it is lacking in apples and peaches and almost 
lacking in prunes. It is found in strawberries, cherries 
and grapes. The chlorine and sodium combined make 
chlorine of sodium, which is the same as common salt. 
By properly selecting the fruit diet, the craving for salt 
referred to by Mr. Harrison would not be felt.

substance in fruits is small, but we generally eat too 


much of this, and it is good to give the stomach an oc- | 


casional rest. Besides this, some fruits, such as the 
apricot, contain almost as large a percentage of proteid 
in the water-free nourishment as white flour, while at 


least one fruit—the wild strawberry, contains more. | 
Care should be taken to see that the fruit is dead 


ripe—neither underripe nor beginning to decay. Until | 
a fruit is ripe the starch in it has not been thoroughly 


changed to sugar, therefore, it is less digestible, and 
less valuable as a food. The trouble with most of the 
fruit on the market in California is that it has been 


picked before it is fully ripe, so that it may keep until 
it is sold. For this, and other reasons, everyone should | 


try, where possible, to raise some fruit of his own. It 
is an easy thing, within a couple of years, to have all | 


the berries you can eat.

The Health Culture Company has published a number 
of works on hygienic subjects. One of these is Com- 
mon Disorders, With Rational Methods of Treatment, 
by Dr. Latson. He treats, among other things, of diet, 
exercise, massage, baths, etc. In his preface, the author 


shows that disease comes not from without, but from 
within, that it is a derangement of that complex machine 


called the human body, and that, as the editor has 
frequently said, it is simply an effort of the organism | 


to throw off retained waste matter. Again in line with 
an idea that the editor is constantly striving to drum 
into the minds of his readers, Dr. Latson says: “In the 
strict sense there is but one disease—one disease with 
many and various symptoms.” Further on Dr. Latson 
adds: 


“Regarding disease as a beneficent process—an effort 
of the system to rid itself of poisonous retained waste— 
every effort is made to assist nature instead of combating 
and hampering the process through officiously con- 
trolling the symptoms.” 

The author is evidently sound in regard to physical 
exercise that has been pushed to such dangerous ex- 


tremes by faddists of late years. On this subject. he. 


says: 

“The term physical training to most people means 
muscular development. But remember, development 
does not mean health. In fact, it does not always 
mean strength; for strength depends, not upon the 
amount of muscular tissue, but upon the nervous energy 
of the individual. Muscular development simply is a 


_ disinct disadvantage to the owner and a menace not only 


to his health, but often to his life. This is true, not 
because the large muscles are, in themselves, unde- 
sirable, but because the excessive development is pro- 
duced by a method which is in itself unphysiological 
and injurious.”

There is an article on sleep and 
its effects on beauty, by a woman writer, who properly 
declares that “nothing will promote brightness and vi- 
vacity like the deathlike rest which nature demands 


once every twenty-four hours.” One of the most valu- 


able articles in the book is by Mrs. O. V. Sessions on 
“The Home a Gymnasium,” in which she shows how 


by assuming proper attitudes every kind of household | 


work can be made, instead of a burden, a valuable 
hygienic exercise. 


In an article by Dr. Charles H. Shepherd, he says:

Same old thing! Poison, taken by the di- 
rection of a physician, is not poison. Of course not! 

One chapter tells what Mrs. Langtry and another what 
Adelina Patti ¢o to preserve their physical charms. It 
is noticeable that there is much resemblance between 
the programme of these two beautiful women.

In the evening a hot bath with soap and a good scrub. 
A few minutes’ breathing and physical culture exercises 
and sound sleep. | 

A woman who recently visited Adelina Patti, in 
Wales, tells now this woman, although nearly, sixty 
years of age, looks like a woman of thirty, her skin 
without a wrinkle, her complexion clear and healthy, 
her physique strong and active. She rises at 8:30, takes 
a bath and a short walk in her gardens, at 9 a light 
breakfast of fruit and rolls, practices half an hour daily 
on scales, at 11, rain or shine, goes for a walk. When 
the rain pours down she wears a long mackintosh, 
reaching nearly to the ground, high rubber boots and 
an old slouch hat, in which costume she walks several 
miles at a brisk pace, so that most American girls find 
it dificult to keep up with her. She lets the rain beat 
full into her face, and declares that is how she keeps

ing in the moist climate of England’ at fifty looks as 


} fresh as the American woman at thirty—that f to say. 


as the inhabitants of the greater part of the continent. 
especially the dry southwestern section. There is much 
difference, in this respect, between the women of Oregon 
and Arizona, as there is between the women of Norway 
and Spain. On this subject, one of the writers in this 
book says: 

“A soft, rose-tinted cuticle may be seen along the moist 
coast of the United Kingdom of England and Scotland: 
or @ pink and white complexion, where there is con- 
tinued moisture, in some parts of the Eastern States. 
But these rose tints are much more difficult to preserve 
under the scorching rays of a southern sun, or amid the 
piercing winds of the western prairies.” 


To some extent, the drawback may be obviated by 
the free use of distilled water, or rain water, outwardly, 
and proper diet inwardly. 


Patti uses no tea, coffee, chocolate or iced water, and 
traces half the ills of American women to such things. 
She avoids rich foods, although she is fond of them. 
After dinner she sings, dances or plays and retires punc- 
| tually at midnight. She is a fervent advocate of fresh 
air and joins in all kinds of children’s games. Cos- 
meties she abhors, as does Lily Langtry. The state- 
ment made by the writer that “her voice is as fresh 
and tuneful now as when she sang years ago,” is de- 
_cidedly inaccurate, as those who heard her on her last 
_ farewell tour in this country and had heard her forty 
years ago, when in her prime, can testify. 

By the way, Lillian Russell is another woman who 
shows that there is no royal road, either to beauty or 
to health.

This book, also, is somewhat marred by frequent 
references, written and pictorial, to the ever-present 
massage rollers. By the way, such self-massage is of 
comparatively small value. When a person is weak 
and run down he gets little benefit from self-adminis- 
tered mechanical massage, as it requires an effort he 
can ill afford. Besides that, they lack the stimulating 
magnetic influence that is such a valuable feature of 
massage, especially when it is given by one of the 
opposite sex. Moreover, it is doubtful whether the 
roller is a good substitute for the human hand, in treat- 
ment of the body. 


Dr. Latson is an excellent writer, but he would not 
take a prize in en art school-—that is to say, supposing 
the figure sketches in this book are by him.

The instruments resemble modern instruments only in 
that there are several of them respectively adapted to 
different purposes, the first step toward the multiplicity | 
of delicate and carefully sharpened instruments that 
lie in a row on the modern dentist's operating table. 
There is a chisel and maliet, two or three clumsy ele- 
vators and a cheerful] instrument called the “pelican” | 
for “lifting” a tooth: two or three kinds of forceps, not 
tor extracting teeth but for removing the roots of them; | 
a small group would nowadays be called excavators for 
' exploring a tooth in different directions; and a rough 
file to sharpen them. In some of these elevators one, 
recognizes immediately the so-called “key,” an instru- | 
ment with which teeth were universally extracted 100 
years ago, which looks more like a corkscrew than a 
tooth ‘extractor. In fact, the operator’s power was ap- 
plied in exactly that fashion and the tooth was twisted 
rather than pulled from the jaw of the suffering patient. 
And to avoid the bad error of extracting the wrong 
tooth there was yet another instrument with which 
tooth after tooth was prodded until the operator decided 
that he had struck the most sagsitive one. 
These operations, moreover, were not performed even 
in a resemblance to an ancestor of the modern dentist ° 


the most celebrated dental operator of the time in Paris, | 
began using the first dental chair, in which he some- | 
times performed the curious and practically bygone | 
operation of extracting a tooth, treating it for decay, | 
and then putting it back again—an operation that, how- | 
ever expeditiously performed, could never have been in- 
variably successful, although it is still done im emer- 
gencies.

THREE MILLION AMERICAN FLAGS. | 
Patriotism becomes the basis of a great American in- 
dustry, Because of the amazing increase of patriotic 
sentiment in this country during the last decade, the 
manufacture of American flags has quadrupled. More 
than three million star-spangled banners annually are 
made of silk and bunting, but these form only a smal! 
portion of the total number of United States flags that 
are born, that live and die between January and 
January. — 

In remote farming districts where ten years ago the 
national colors were rarely seen, every suitable occa- 
sion witnesses a flag display. The flag has been added 
to the household gods from Maine to California, and 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Canadian line. So far 
as individual popularity is concerned, it ranks with | 
the firecracker on Independence Day, and outranks all 
else on that day of national patriotic observance, May 
30.—{Pearson’s Magazine. 

THE MAKING OF THE FLAG. 
| Making the American flag is the work of skilled labor. 
Girls and women alone possess the degree of ability — 
required to obtain best results. Only the heaviest and 
least complicated features of the work fall to men. 

First, the stripes are cut from huge rolls of red or white | 
| silk, or bunting. Then they are basted together, and 
later turned over to girls operating sewing machines 
that stitch at the rate of 2400 stitches a minute. The 
lock stiteh is used, and the thread fed from spools each 
‘holding 24,000 yards. 
The stripes stitched together, the flag is ready to re- 
, ceive the union. Red is the predominant color in a flag. 
| The union is the blue field which appears in the left 
upper corner of a flag, and it contains forty-five stars, 
one for each State. Silk flag stars are of embroidered | 
silk. On wool bunting flags they are of muslin. The 
union itself is of the same material as the body of the 
flag. A star is half the width of the stripe of the flag 
containing it. | 

Muslin stars are cut out by machinery at the rate of 
3000 an hour. Embroidered stars are cut out in block 
form by the use of dies, sewing machines being utilized | 
for the embroidering process. These stars are fle- 
pointed, each point being precisely like its fellow. No 
hand can become so skilled as to make one point the 
counterpart of another, so the dies, which never err, 
are used. | 

The muslin from which the stars are cut out is folded 
in forty-five thicknesses and placed beneath a die at- 
tached to a press operated by foot power. A sharp 
pressure of the treadle brings the die down upon the 
cloth with such force that the sharp steel cuts as cleanly | 
as a surgeon’s knife.

Once in place, 
they are basted by hand, and then go to the machine 
operatives who sew them firmly upon the unions.
